An 
American located in the Hotel Lurbide 
claims to Save just secured option on 
‘what may be the best coal venture 
ever struck in this country, but of 
that more anon. Mr. Johnson told me 
that @ great deal more coal is needed 
than can at present be mined in Mex- 
ico for the railways, smelters and in- 
dustries. He his made a study of the 
situation end perhaps speaks by the 
card better than anybody else in Mex 
ico. While he admits that he and 
other parties have discovered frag- 
mentary deposits of coal in many 
Places, there are as yet few localities 
where the indications are definite 
enough to warrant the hope that a 
reaily extensive and permanently pro- 
ductive coal field has been discovered. 
If goed con! could be found tn Mexico 
it could, of course, be produced at 
from One-quarter to one-eighth of the 
cost of the imported article, which ts 
now $27 per tort. 

Superintendent of Motive Power Ben 
Johnson of the Mexican Central is very 
busy superinicnding the removal of the 
machinery of th: shops from this city 
to Aguascalienies. The new shops of 
the Central at that point are rapidly 
nearing completion. The boilers, me- 
chanical draft apparata, steam pipes 
and large air ¢ompressors are already 
completed and it is expected to make 
a test of the De Leval steam turbines 
very soon. The two sixty-ton cranes 
are completed and will be ready for 
use as soon as the electric current is 
ready. A new quartering machine has 
recenti been received and erected, of 
Philadelphia make.

The company has been steadily 
at work since last March, prospecting 
this district for coal. Three borings 
have been made on the lands leased, at 
points fifteen kilometers apart. The 
first indications of coal were found on 
the banks of a stream where the water 
had washed the earth away, exposing 
the strata. Fifteen kilometers distant 
from this point a boring was made, 
and at a depth of 1% meters from 
the surface a vein of coal 4 feet & 
inches in thickness was struck, rest- 
ing on a base of sandstone. In a 
straight line from the first boring and 
fifteen kilometers distant, an identical 
vein was struck. From the vein on the 
initial point, at the bank of the stream, 
and from the two other borings, fifteen 
sacks of coal were taken and brought 
to this city. All the samples were pul- 
verized, thoroughly mixed, and the 
combination analyzed by Prof. Saur- 
schneg, a coal expert, and his tests 
showed 48 per cent. pure nxed carbon 
and about 6 per cent. ashes. He says 
that it is the best sample of Mexican 
coal that has thus far n submitted 
to him. Should this company demon- 
strate good coal in commercial quanti- 
ties in Michoacan, it would be as 

as a gold mine. 

The Monterey Smelting and Refining 
Company, at a meeting held a few 
days since, decided to increase its 
capital 000,000, which will make a 
total of $8,000,000.

Blood Poisoning Sei m. 
Funeral Today. 


Los Angeles has another murder 
mystery, and one which owing to @ 
mistake made by the victim may never 
be solved. Solomon Trautwein, fore- 
man of J. D. Walkers bakery, No. 
1 Garey street, died at 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning at the Los An- 
geles Hospital on South Hill street 
from the effects of a bullet wound in 
the region of the stomach, infiicted by 
an unknown assassin on the night of 
Sept. 17. 

‘When he died—and his death was un- 
expected even to the physicians who 
attended him—the last chance of ever 
apprehending the murderer was lost. 
The reason is that Trautwein made & 
mistake in his identification of his as- 
sallant and at first declared posi- 
tively that Edward Wilhelm had 
fired the shot. Later, after Wilhelm 
had established a perfect alibi, Traut- 
wein admitted that he had beefi mis- 
taken. 

The shooting was the culmination 
@ a series of fights among the em- 
ployés of Walker's bakery. Several 
weeks before there had been a general 
fight at the bakery in which Traut- 
wein was severely beaten by two of 
his subordinates. The combatants 
were arrested and his assailants paid 
fines in the Police Court. There was 
almost a feud among the bakers em- 

yed there and while the cases were 

court it was hinted that there 
would be more trouble. 

On the night of the 17th inst. Traut- 
wein left the bakery about 9 o'clock, 
intending to go home. He reached the 
sidewalk and almost immediately the 
bakery people heard two shots and 
Trautwein calling for help. He wu 
found lying on the sidewalk bleeding 
from a wound in the abdomen and an- 
Other in the buttock, but no other per- 
son was in sight. He was conveyed to 
the Receiving Hospital and there to a 
dosen or more officers he stated that 
he had been shot by Edward Withelm. 
A score of officers began the search for 
Withelm and had him in custody in 
less than an hour. He was taken into 
the hospital, where preparations were 
in progress for a surgical operation 
upon the wounded man. Pointing his 
finger at the prisoner. Trautwein de- 


clared positively that he was the man, 


who had shot him, and Wilhelm was 
accordingly locked up. He protested 
his innecence and told where he had 
been. Subsequent investigation by 
several detectives proved that he had 
told the truth. 

Trautwein made a quick recovery 
from the effects of the operation neces- 
r to remove the bullets, and it was 
announced that he would get well. As 
his condition improved he became less 
positive that he had been correct in 
the identification. Finally he was told 
that Wilhelm was still in jai! and 
was asked directly whether he was cer- 
tain that he had fired the shot. He re- 
plied that he was not positive. This 
Statement and the further fact that 
Withelm's alibi was found to de per- 
fect. convinced the officers that there 
Was not the slightest chance of con- 
victing Wilhelm and he was accord- 
ingly released. 

Until Thursday Trautwein's condition 
was favorable to recovery, but then 
blood polsoning appeared aud that is 
what finallv eansed his death. The 
body whe first removed to his former 
home. but by order of the Coroner it 
Was then taken to Pierce Bros.’ morgue. 
where the inquest will be held. The 
funeral will take place this afternoon 
at 2 o'clock at the German Raptist 
Church on East Nirth street. The de- 
ceased leaves a family. 
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Notorious Minnie Powell Found Dead 
in Her Room from an Overdose of 


Minnie Fowell. one of the most no- 
torious female characters in the city, 
was found dead in her room in the 
Puena Vista House, No. 515 New High 
Street yesterday morning. Her death 
wes caused by an overdose of mor- 
Paine. but whether it was taken with 
suicidal intent or because the woman 
wes too drunk to properly measure the 
dove, is not known. It is beHleved, how- 
ever. that the latter theory is cor- 
rect. because there no known rea- 
gon why the woman should have com- 
iaitted suicide and she was not the 
kind to become derpondent when in 
her cups. 

She was recently released from the 
City Jall where she had eerved a long 
term for vagrancy, and returned to her 
usual haunts. Friday night she was 
in the notorious Marble Palace saloon 
on North Main street until a late hour, 
drinking with any person who would 
pay. She left the place in company 
with a man whose identity the author- 
ities have been unable to diecover, and 
went to her room: She was seen no 
more alive. Yesterday morning one of 
the inmates of the house had occasion 
to go to the room occupied by the 
Powell woman and found her dead. The 
coroner was ified and by his order 
the body was removed to Bresee Broe. 
Morgve where the Inquest will be held. 

Minnie Powell was a half-breed In- 
dian and was considered by the police 
te be positively the toughest female 
with whom they ever had 
When drunk and when it became nec- 
essary to take her into custody. ehe 
always put up a cht. and time and 
@gain she has been hauled to the Fo- 
lice Station handcuffed and fighting 
with her feet, teeth and nails. She 
was long the consort of a notorious 
character known as “Six-shooter Bilt" 
who was driven out of the city by the 


police. „

CITRUS SITUATION. The Commer- 


celal Bulletin says the Orange market 


remains unchanged, exce tin that 
slightly higher prices nade boas ob- 
— 1 for Valencias of fine quality, 
— — character. 
er of this season's cro will 
probably be strung out so that the 
last shipments will be received and 
sold in the eastern markets just prior 
to Thanksgiving. It is estimated that 
there are still from seventy-five to 100 
cars of Valencias yet to be shipped. 
There is practically no f. o. b. demand, 
almost everything shipped going 
straight to the auction markets. The 
market on lemons is tmproved some- 
what, but the main interest of the 
trade is im the larger-sized fruit. At 
the last auction sale in New York, 
where 20,000 boxes we sold, 2300-size 
lemons brought from $1.65 to $1.75 per 
box more than 360s. The demand for 
Californias is strong, but almost al! 
inquiries are for cars running strong 
to the larger sizes. These are hard to 
obtain at present, and indications are 
that there will be little fruit up to re- 
quired size until after the first rain. 


LOCAL PRODUCE M MARKETS. 


The week closed today Saturday) 
with several interesting features in the 
local produce markets. Although busi- 
ness Was reported fair, active prepara- 
tions are being made by all hands 
for a busy winter. Butter, eggs, Wal- 
nuts, raisins and two or three other 
commodities that are hitting prices a 
little higher than usual are attracting 
no end of attention, with opinions va- 
rying in many quarters. 

Walnuts at association prices cannot 
be obtained in this section, according 
to one jobber, who states that for sev- 
eral days he has been out trying to 
get @ car at 13 cents, without success. 
South of Ventura the crop is short. 
While the opinion of middlemen in the 
East was to the effect, that the opening 
prices of walnuts would soon sag, such 
ideas are rapidly dissipating. 

The egg situation is very firm. Pri- 
vate advices state the lay-down price 
of lowa fresh eggs, track Los Angeles, 
is 28 cents, and the receipts of fresh 
eastern, therefore, are light. Ranch 
es are so scarce that sales of strictly 
fancy cannot be made under 33034 
cents for candied stock. Receipts are 
very limited. The big retail grocers are 
reported paying i cents in the coun- 
try. Fancy storgge exes are selling for 
25@26 cents and fancy fresh eastern for 
29@30. Eggs sold under these prices 
are of second quality. 

Butter is very firm at the advance of 
two weeks ago, which made loca 
creamery basis at 65 cents per two- 
pound roll. Fresh butter is somewhat 
searee, and fancy fresh eastern and 
storage are beim drawn upon heavily. 
The timidity of some dealers who wilt 
at the amount of butter now in the 
‘cooler’ is caused by a fallure to real- 
ize the enormous increase in sump- 
tion that has taken place within the 
past year,” said a local jobber today, 
who announces that little, if any, more 
butter is now coming from the East. 
Early speculation on winter rains is 
also decried as dbsolutely idle and 
worthless as affecting the local situa- 
tion. At the afterneon meeting of the 
Butter Board of Trade, no change waa 
made in the price ot local creamery. 
Cheese situation is firm; demand 
good: supply plentiful, to meet a 
large consumption.

Something must be done to provide 
additional sewer facilities or to de- 
crease the flow through the pipes. The 
outfall sewer is now taxed to its ut- 
most capacity to carry the sewage 
during the hours of maximum flow. 
And this is true despite the fact that 
the South Side Irrigation Company is 
carrying 400 inches through its private 
pipe lines. Next month this contract 
expires, and it is out of the question 
to turn this flow into the main sewer. 
What to do is a very perplexing prob- 
lem.

There is no late prospect of a 
sale, and Counètimen are contemplat- 
ing radical measures.

STARTLING CONDITIONS. 

An investigation of sewer conditions 
reveals some startling facts. With a 
population of 90,000 connected with 
the sewer system, the city has a sewer 
flow greater than should come from a 
population of 130,000, calculated on a 
high per capita allowance. In most 
aities the sewer flow fiilnges from fifty 
to eighty gallons per capita for each 
twenty-four hours. It is unusual for 
— per capita flow to exceed 100 gal- 


ns. 

The estimated ulation of Los An- 
geles is 130,000. er 40,000 inhabitants 
are unable to connect with the present 
sewer. On the basis of 100 gallons 


sewer flow per capita per day, a 
ulation of 130,000 would 
inches and a population of 90,000 only 
693 inches. 

At the present time the sewers of 
Los Angeles are carrying from 1250 to 
1750 inches of sewage. 

The capacity of the outfall sewer is 
about 1300 inches. 

Something is wrong about the local 
sewer system. Just what it is the city 
authorities do not know. Defective 
plumbing may be responsible to some 
extent for the unusual flow, and there 
is a suspicion in the minds of the 
City Fathers that some of the manu- 
facturing establishments are pumping 
large quantities of water into the sew- 
ers. An official investigation would 
appear to be in order.

SOMETHING MUST LEAK. 


There are many peculiar features to 
the consti uction of the present outfall 


sewer. Quite recently the main sewer 
at Jefferson street and Wesley ave. 
nue overflowed at the manhole with 
very disagreeable consequences to the 
inhabitants of the neighborhood. An 
examination of the pipes makes the 
reason for this very apparent. There 
is one 62-inch main with a capacity of 
$164 inches running from the east to this 
manhole, and a inch main, with a 
capacity of 688 inches, running to the 
same got from west.

Referring to the wonderful develop- 
ment of newspaper Illustration, Mr. 
Reid stated that he recently had occa- 
sion to revise an article on American 
newspapers, which he wrote Mteen or 
sixteen years ago for the ninth edi- 
tion of the Encyclopedia Britannica. in 
which he mentioned that there was 
then only one daily illustrated paper 
in America. Now, it would be easier 
illustrations 


of the newspapers epringing up 
were of the four-page class, originating 
in a reaction against large or bulky 
sheets. The reaction was short-lived. 
The world never saw as large—and of- 
ten long-winded—papers as those of 
today, and the notion of a condensed 
newspaper has in most cases been 
thrown to the winds. 

With the increase in se, and the 
reduction in price, has come a change 
in the habits of the American news- 
paper reader. He often buys two or 
three papers in the morning, reading 
none of them with the thoroughness he 
used to give te the single one he ther 
took, and Mr. Reid thinks he is apt 
to be ess Influenced by what any of 
them say. 

Turning to the causes for the revo- 
lutionary changes that have taken 


cline In the cost of the raw material. 
He remembers when he 
cents a pound for paper and 
bought it as low as a cent 
a pound.

typesetting machines, by which 
cost of composition is reduced one-half, 
while the capacity of each operator 
for rushing late matter into print is 
more than trebled. Since 1880 the cost 
of*the raw material has been reduced 
from two-thirds to three-fourths, the 
cost of composition one-half, and the 
cost of printing in a greater proportion 
than either. Meantime, the suroly of 
the raw material has become almost 
unlimited. 

_ Reductions in price, Mr. Reid says, 
have created a new and different con- 
stituency. It is, he thinks, a mistake 
to suppose that the I-cent newspapers 
gain their main support by drawing 
away the old patrons of the high- 
priced journal. What they chiefly did 
was first to induce many of those to 
read an extr@ paper, and next to find 
new classes of readers. He quotes a 
famous New York editor, who was 
complimented long ago on his news 
gathering, and was asked why he did 
not take pains to show an equal su- 
periority on his editorial page. “Damn 
your fine writing,” he replied, the 
Smasher is written for men that can't 
read.” In the sense he meant, the 
cheap press has come to be largely 
almed at “men who can't read,” or at 
least men who had not been habitual! 
and regular readers of the high-priced 
papers. 

Referring to the tendency of some 
newspapers to be continually denounc- 
ing shortcomings on the part of people. 
Mr. Reid says: 

“Nothing is supposed to be more no- 
ble and courageous and perilous than 
for a newspaper to describe personal, 
and especially public peculations. The 
cost of the composition bills in — 
long - drawn accounts of some petty öf- 
ficial delinquency are thus sometimes 
as great as the amount of the default. 
To be ever alert to protect the interests 
of the people is supposed to be the 
surest road to the favor of the masses; 
and so, if the young reprobates in the 
reformatéry accuse the superintendent 
of treating them harshly, the press is 
apt to be on the boys’ side, and it may 
go hard with the superintendent if he 
cannot do what the common law never 
required—prove his innocence. If 
some paGper can tell a plausible tale of 
bad food or severe requirements about 
work. he has enthuslastie champions 
in the press.” 

A club of New York correspondents 
invited a multKude of people of all 
sorts and conditions and from all parts 
ef the country to “tell them how the 
influence of the press can be increased.” 
In more than half of the great num- 
ber of replies there was found, in one 
form or another, some expression of 
the common idea that what the press 
most needed was to tell the truth and 
be fair. That was practically the re- 
sponse of three men so well known and 


| 


with such widely divergent points of 


view as His Eminence Cardinal Gib- 
bons; His @xcellency Wu Ting Fang, 
and Andrew Carnegie—Catholic, Con- 
fucian and Agnostic. 

The real sin, even with the most 
reckless newspaper, says Mr. Reid, i« 
rarely a deliberate desire to circulate 
faise news instead of truth. In the 
long run, that is not profitable. Far 
more commonly it is the desire 10 be 
ahead, either with the news, of With 
something resembling the news nearly 
enough to leave their readers to be- 
lieve that they had the “substance of 
it,” and had it first. 

Mr. Reid thinks the public is largely 
responsible for the class of news which 
occupies so large a space in most of 
the newspapers, because, if such news 
was not desired and relished, the pa- 
pers would soon cease to furnish it. 
He declares that if the average New 
York reader had been told twenty 
years ago what sort of intelligence he 
would now be found searching his 
morning paper for, he would have re- 
sented the imputation. The twaddle 
regarded as impudent and offensive 
twenty years ago is now relished as an 
amusing personal detail, showing its 
purveyor to be a “liye, up-to-date” 
newspaper. The daily journals are 
actually changing the taste and stand- 
ards of large classes of the commun! 
ties. More than that, the details of 
one crime assiduously advertised often 
precede another olosely enough to pro- 
voke the suspicion, at least, that they 
suggested it. 

Mr. Reid pertinently remarks that 
when a specially bitter outcry is heard 

newspapers in any community 
it must come near representing one of 
two things—cant or imbecility, or pas- 
sibly both. If the people who raise the 
outcry keep on supporting the papers 
they rail at, it's cant, and if these 
papers are really as bad as are 
painted, it js also imbecility. — 

On the subject of libel suits agains’ 
pewapapers, the veteran journalist 

“People who have character to pro- 
tect resort too rarely to the law 
Adel; but those whose —— 
injured are the first, under 
guidance of lawyers, looking for 
their pay to a share’ in the verdict, to 
institute libel sults as a means of 
speculating on inadvertent errors. 

“It used to be more costly for a rail- 
road to take off some of a man's n- 
gers or toes than to kill him outright. 
So the law and the courts and the pub- 
ne disposition seem to combine in | 
making it more dangerous now to fall 
into a mistake about the precise va- 
riety or date of a crime a notorious 
rogue committed on some particuar 
day in his variegated career, than to 
— 1 — almost any libel upon a 

man. Ten suits for such inadver- 
tencies are brought and prosecuted to 
& profitable conclusion for one that is 
brought by a reputable person agains 
a paper of undoubted m will for rea 
libel. How can you stimulate the press 
to tell the truth and be fair, while you 
let the deliberately untruthful and un- 
fair alone, yet hold those who are fair 
in intention and only untruthful by 
misadventure and about people of bad 
character, to a costly responsibility, 
amounting to persecution?” 

On the same subject he quotes the 
following excellent remarks, written by 
him in his younger days: 

“No higher service can be rendered 
journalism today than by making it 
fairly responsible for what it says, and 
giving the humbliest citizen to whom its 
gigantic power may purposely do a 
wrong, easy and cheap justice. Make 
libel sults easy, in cases where the pub- 
lication was clearly malicious, and es- 
pecially where fair and prompt cor- 
rection was, on due application and 
They would then be 


fused redress Thie would enforce 
caution on the hundred assistants 
whose several judgments mus be more 
or less trusted in making up every is- 
sue. It would give to every word of 
the press additional weight, and it 
would deprive the bad men, whom the 
press exposes, of their present ready 
answer: ‘Oh, that doesn’t amount to 
anything; the newspapers abuse every- 
body.’ It is an in day for journalism 
when good people do not care what the 
newspapers say against them. It is an 
fll day for the country when good peo- 
ple do care and cannot get their 
wrongs redressed. It will be better 
for both when justice is cheap and 
journalism is just.” 

In regard to the probable changes 
that may be expected in journalism 
during the next twenty years, Mr. Reid 
predicts that the better class of daily 
newspapers and their readers may 
come to a mutual understanding, 
that less quantity and better quali 
would be mutually advantageous. He 
looks to see greater literary ability in 
the news columns of the paper, and 
sees in that direction one of the best 
hopes for the future of the best news- 
papers. Says Mr. Reid: 

“Fewer words, shorter stories, better 
told; fewer $18 a week reporters, who 
only write by ‘main strength and awk- 
wardness,, and more men who have 
learned the capacities of the English 
tongue; fewer men whose chief idea is 
to rake in all the rubbish they can, and 
label it with startling headlines, and 
more men who know what is worth 
telling and know how to single it out 
from the mass of rubbish; fewer mere 
photographers in nonparell, whose sole 
idea is to set down in fine type every- 
thing they see, and more artists who 
know what to see and how to make. in 
words, a picture of that is the line 
of for an intelligent press, 
worthy of an intelligent community: 
But rst of all, the public must make 
up its mind that the merit of a paper, 
its enterprise, its resources and its im- 
portance are not detq@@mined by the 
number of its pages—that paper is 
made out of cordwood and costs 2 
cents a pound, that type is set by 
steam, and that white sheets can be 
run through prifiting machines in any 
number of pages you want in any big 
office at the rate of a hundred thousand 
an hour. If the people continue to 
want quantity, as they certainly seem 
to now, the quantity will no doubt con- 
tinue to be printed, though Sheridan's 
ghost should hiss in every editor’s ear 
that easy printing, even more than 
easy writing, makes curst hard read- 
ing. 

The price of a great dally newspaper 
in the next twenty years, Mr. Reid 
thinks, can hardly undergo a8 violent 
changes in the conditions affecting it as 
during the last twenty year®. One 
point he considers clear, namely, that 
it ought and probably will be a price 
that covers the cost. If a newspaper 
is to be independent, it ought not to 
furnish its manufactured product so 
far below the cost of manufacture that 
bankruptcy can only be avoided by 
taxing the deficit on large business 
houses, in the shape of. great’ adver- 
tisements. The folly of selling a paper 
at too low a price has been shown in 
Chicago, where, for some years, the 
great journals sold their issues of 
twelve, fourteen and sixteen pages, and 


in some instances far more, at half a

After a 
time the results were acknowjedged to 
be so unsatisfactory that they trebled 
their wholesale and doubled their re- 
tall price. 

Mr. Reid declares that it is dis- 
tinetly to the advantage of every com- 
munity that fits serious and trusted pa- 
per should be rich and prosperous. The 
best reason for owning a newspaper he 
deciares is because a man likes the avo- 
cation, feels some fitness for it, has,a 
high conviction of its influence and op- 
portunity for gapd, deliberately prefers 
it to any of the professions, and wishes 
to mrake it the business of his life. 
Such a journal becomes, if successful, 
one of the fixed public institutions of 


the city, as much as the City Hall, and 


often immeasurably more useful. The 
worst reason for owning a newspaper, 
he says, is because a man thinks it 
must then grind his axes, while he re- 
mains in the background, and the next 
worst condition of newspaper owner- 
ship is when a young man without 
capital persuades a number of ambi- 
tious business men and politicians to 
subscribe a capital fer him, and is 
thus secretly committed to grinding 
axes, in turn, for any or all of them. 


OVERREACE THEM- 
SELVES. 

A recent dispatch from New York 
told the story of how the women of 
Wallington, N. J., met the unreason- 
able demands of organized unionism. 
Having been pressed by these demands 
to a point where forbearance ceased to 
be a virtue—and not only ceased to be 
a virtue, but became a positive vice— 
the women of Wallington got together 
and formed a league, or cotperative 
scheme, having for its object the 
painting of their own houses, without 
the ald of the painters’ and decorat- 
ors’ union, which had made the un- 
reasonable demands. The town of 
Wallington, N. J., under the new or- 
der of things, is rapidly acquiring 4 
new coat of paint, while the occupa- 
tion of the painters’ and decorators’ 
union, line that of Othello, is gone. *® 

The thing which has happened in the 
town of Wallington, N. J: is what win 
happen in other parts of the country 
if the members of trade unions persist 
in making unreasonable demands. Not 
that the women will go on the war- 
path in all such cases; but unreason- 
ableness is bound to beget opposition. 
Everywhere are found people who will 
not submit to extortion, and who will 
fight it out “to the last ditch,” if nec- 
essary, rather than submit to de im- 
posed upon. Thus, the unreasonabie- 
ness of trade-unionism will tend stead- 
ily to defeat itself. 

Excesses of all kinds carry with 
them this tendency, and thus, in 4 
sense, such evils tend to cure them- 
selves. This is because the great body 
of the public is fair-minded, and will 
not stand for wrong of any kind, nor 
lend continued support to Injustice. In 
the last analysis, public opinion con- 
trols all industrial and social ques- 
tions, and any person or any cause, to 
command the support of public opin- 
jon, must be In the right. 

A seaside contemporary,.in aitempt- 
ing to pay The Times a handsome com- 
pliment, which it does in a balf-column 
editorial on the labor question, curi- 
ously and inconsistently declares that 
“it matters little how unpopular The 
Times may be in certain quarters, or 
how much we may differ from its 
course in other respects, it cannot be 
denied that it has the moral backing 
and financial support of three-fourths 
of the people of Southern California,” 
etc., etc. With due regard for the edi- 
tors good intentions, which are ap- 
preciated, he is guilty here of an obvi- 
ous, tho probably unconscious, con- 
trad of terms. The parrot phrase 
regarding the “unpopularity” of The 
Times is entirely negatived by the ad- 
mission of the truth that this paper 
“has the moral backing and financial 
support of three-fourths of the people 
of Southern California.” The fact that 
The Times has this moral backing and 
financial support tells the story of its 
popularity, not only in “certain quar- 
ters, but in all quarters that are re- 
spectable. The Times has a consider- 
able number of unesteemed contrum- 
peries that would very much like to be 
unpopular in the same way that this 
paper is unpopular, if they could attain 
to that condition—which is an impossi-

tremendous heat of this fire almost 
reasted me where I was sitting, I now 
begged pretty little Fujibayasi and her 
mother, whatever they migat do upon 
occasions when I was not present, te 
spare me the pain of seeing them walk 
with naked feet upon the fiery furnace. 
They politely replied that they would 
ask the advice of the Kwancho, just 
then employed in praying with wonder- 
ful gestures. One of them went and 
calied him, when laughing amiably at 
my fears he instantly agreed to my re- 
quest, saying that, although there was 
no danger, and the fire could not hurt 
them in the least, to spare my suscep- 
tibilities the lady should not walk 
upon the red hot coals, nor would he do 
so himself. The operation had, he add- 
ed laughingly, lost all novelty for them, 
but to show me how Innocuous it was, 
he would ask a half English, half Jap- 
anese young lady, a friend of mine, 
who had just arrived through my hav- 
ing obtained an invitation for her, if 
she would like to walk through the 
fire. Upon his doing so the young lady, 
who was clad in European dress, al- 
though warmly pressed, declined vig- 
oreusly to join in thus celebrating the 
Jod of the Mountain Ontake. But she 
was careful to explain it was not fear 
which impelled her to decline the honor, 
but simply the fact that it would be too 
indelicate for her to walk with bare 
legs before so many people; it would 
look too pecullar altogether in Euro- 
pean costume. “Had I been dressed 
in Japanese costume now,” she sur- 
gested, it would not have looked halt 
so improper, and I would not have 
minded at all-. no, not in the least!” 
I had “ma doots” of this, moreover, as 
I was not asked to walk threugh the 
fire myself. I was naturally too polite 
to take the liberty of asking perrhission 
to “join the glad throng” in the flames. 
While the other spectators were wait- 
ing and roasting, I was admitted alone 
into a bathroom where many of those 
about to fire-walk were stripped naked, 
and going through the most wonderful 
antics, while pouring bucket after 
bucket of icy cold water on their heads. 
This in itself is a terrible ordeal to a 
Japanese, for in Japan all water used 
for washing or bathing purposes is in- 
tensely hot, the natives of all ranks 
frequently sitting for long periods in 
tubs through which is passed a stove 
pipe full of hot coals. Fujibayasi, how- 
ever, informed me that owing to the 
power of the god, she was quite able 
in the dead of winter to immerse her 
little frame up to her chin, in a tub of 
iced water and to remain thus for 
hours, without feeling cold at all at 
the time, or catching cold afterwards. I 
may add that I quite believe this now! 
THE CEREMONIES PERFORMED. 

The mystic worshipers in the bath- 
room, I soon observed, seemed quite 
as capable of changing “from grave 
to gay, from lively to severe,” as the 
High Priest himself; for, upon my mak- 
ing some humorous remark in the mid- 
die of their apparently holiest rites they 
all burst into roars of laughter; their

On one side, therefore, stand the men 
who drive the coal wagons, each with 
his little button in his cap, organised 
in an impregnable union, and over 
against them, also marshaled in close 
order, stand the men who own the 
teams and the wagons, and, oftentimes, 
the coal. Both sides have crushed in- 
dependent competition. There is no 
longer such a, thing as a “scab” team- 
ster, nor any competing team owner. 
, The fundamental industry of a great 
manufacturing city—Coal—lies abso- 
Jutely at the will of these two unions. 
The two organizations, (che Coal Team- 
eters’ Union and the Coal Team Own- 
ere Association. came together and 
formed a close compact, offensive and 
defensive—a sort of monopoly new to 
our American life. Instead of fighting 
each other, to the profit and veace of 
the on-looking public. they now turned, 
united and attacked that public: The 
teamster salved his sores with a large 
increase in wages, the coal dealer and 
the team owner fattened their bank ac- 
count: with a large increase in profits, 
and the defenseless, unorganized pub- 
Ne paid the bill; is paying it with 
groanings today. 

The problem of these monopolies is 
exactly the problem of the American 
Gemocracy. Not for a moment dare we 
@ccuse every sheet metal contract- 
or or sheet metal worker, or 
Master er, or journeyman baker, 
with dishofesty or corruption; no more 
do we accuse every Philadelphia voter 
of dishonesty because the government 
‘of his city ts unspeakably rotten. 
Neither is the union or the associAtion 
Megal; no more are agreements as to 
Wages, hours, and holidays illegal. The 
anger lies in the abuse of the tremen- 
Gous power of these monopolies. Here 
‘we have a close monopoly in which all 
‘Realth-giving competition is completely 
ut out. This combination falls into 
the hands of a dishonest machine. ex- 
@ctly comparable to the machine so 
early familiar to the American po- 
Neil party, with the result that cor- 
guption follows and the public pays 
the bill. Indeed, the trouble with the 
labor union as well as the employers’ 
@ssociation today, is exactly that of 
eur political parties. The honest. con- 
-\gervative, selfish, good“ citizen re- 
Mains at home and plays with his ba- 
Mes. while the able scalaweg runs his 
@rganization. We hear everywhere in 
labor circles just what you hear during 
political campaigns, that the good man 
won't come out and vote, won't take 
any interest, whereas the bosses and 
their heelers are pefniciously active. 
We now have with us the “industria! 
boss.” He is personified in the walking 
delegate, in the secretary or manager 
of the employers’ association; for good 
‘er for evil, his hand is upon the indus- 
try of the nation. 

Last winter the Pullman company 
built some new car shops. The sheet 
metal contractors’ ring decided that 
the sheet metal work for the job would 
really cost about $19,000; that a con- 
tractor could easily afford to put it in 
for some $25,000. The job was regarded 
as a “plum,” and they quarreled fierce- 
ly over it. In fact, they met nearly ev- 
ery week-day afternoon, directing. ar- 
ranging, and partitioning the sheet- 
metal work of Chicaco, and they 
nearly always quarreled. The more 
‘they got the greedier they grew. The 
bide for the Pullman job ran from 8412. 
000, or thereabouts, to $57,000, and each 
member of the ring was apportioned 
$500 cash, actually for no service what- 
ever. And, humorously enough. if vou 
Jook at it that way. the Pullman com- 
pany has not learned to this day that it 
was held up and robbed.—{R. 8.

irrigation. There is a sentiment in the 
East against granting this legislation 
lest the rights of the smaller settler 
should be endangered, but it must be 
remembered that very little of the 
range under dispute is available for 
farming on account of lack of water. 
It has also been proposed that the rail- 
roads, which now have alternate sec- 
tons along their tracks, be given in- 
stead alternate townships, so that they 
may lease them to the cattiemen.

gle of conflicting rights which at pres- 
ent have no substantial legal basis. 

It has followed inevitably that the 
forward lapping tide of settlement 
pushed the sheep and cattle together 
on the western ranges.

The fundamental 
trouble is that sheep are destructive to 
the range. They eat a country bare, 
and in a bad season will even crop 
down @ forest of young pines. The well- 
known explorer, John Muir, hit on an 
apt phrase when he dubbed them 
“hoofed locusts.” They feed in com- 
pact masses and their sharp, chisel 
feet, driven by a hundred-weight of 
solid fi and bone, cut out every 
blade of Frass, roots and all. The veg- 
etation ts killed for years to come, the 
ground often being stamped into a 
rock-like cement. Now in the arid 
lands every bit of vegetation, whether 
it be trunk, leaf, bough or root, serves 
as a conductor of water through the 
hard surface. The conservation of the 
water supply de ds un vegetation, 
just as vegetation in turn depends on 
it. Falling water finds no vegetation 
to absorb and hold it: necessarily ‘t 
runs from the impervious ground with- 
out seeping in. In a country where the 
value of land may be stated in terms 
of water this is nothing less than a 
calamity, for the fine grazing grounds 
on which cattle have been wont to fat- 
ten are utterly ruined. Washes and ra- 
vines now run where used to be a level 
country, these being due to the raln- 
fall running off instead of being ab- 
sorbed.—{From Leslie's Monthly fer 
September.

(WHAT TO EAT.) 


NTISEPTICS IN FOOD. 
7 


It muet be remembered that the 
t recesses of digestion in the human sys- 
tem are essentially fermentation 
processes. There ro. aie brought 
about by means of a series of enzymes. 
Again it must be remembered that any 
agent which will prevent fermentation 
in a food product will probably also 
render it indigestible until such agent 
isc removed, since the digestive 
enzymes themselves are rendered pow- 
erless by its presence. Chemical - 
servations affect food products to which 
they are applied in different ways. In 
the first place, they destroy or render 
inactive any germs or enzymes natur- 
ally contain by the food itself. Sec- 
ondiy, they destroy or render inactive 
any fermentation agent that may come 
to the food, either from the alr or 
from outside contact. And third, they 
often make profound changes in the 
different constituents of the food n- 
self. All these changes in a food prod- 
uct tend to make it more indigestible. 
And for this reason chemical preserva- 
tion should not be used in ary food prod- 
uct. Andthen again preservatives in food 
products when used in sufficient quan- 
tity to prevent fermentation must also 
injurtously affect the natural digestive 
enzymes of the alimentary tract. It 
doen not seem unreasonable to suppose 
that digestion will be arrested in the 
presence of preservatives until the sys- 
tem has removed them by absorption. 
And right here another fact must not 
be overlooked. and that is, most of 
these chemical preservatives are pow- 
erful drugs or medicines affecting the 
system profoundly in some or of 
its functional processes. 

Now when we come to consider the 
fact that nearly — 1 - of our mod- 
ern prepare! food ucts may be 
found in the narket carrying one or 
more chemical preservatives it becomes 
a matter of grave national concern. 

The only pailiation that [ have 
heard manufacturers offer for the use 
ef chemical preservatives, is that only 
minute quantities are used in any one 
food rroduct, so that at the most a 
tou would take only e minute dose 
at one meal. is evident that such 
manufacturers are not homeopaths. I 
believe personally that when enough 
of a preservative is used to plish 
the desired end more than a meo- 
pathic dose is taken by thé vatient.— 
Prof. James H. Shepard, in September

Ring-necked 
pheasants can be bought for per 
pair, Goldens for $25, and other among 
the rarer species come higher, but they 
do not, as a rule, cost as much as the 
fancy poultry. 

Of all the pheasants the Great An- 
gus is the rarest and most peculiar in 
his habits. In his wild state he in- 
habits the dense forests of Sumatra, 
the Javan Peninsular, and he is also 
found in similar tocalities in Borneo. 
The big birds are large and tender, 
and rarely ever take to wing. 

There is no record of one ever being 
shot. So shy are they that only a mod- 
ern ritle could reach one, even if a 
man could be found cruel enough ‘to 
pull the trigger. They are, however, 
wapped by the natives for their won- 
dertul wing feathers, of which nature 
can produce no equal in a feather way. 
The male bird, when fully grown, is 
about seven feet in length. He shows 
no beauty until his wings are spread; 
then ‘you forget where and who you 
are. He lives the life of a bachelor— 
a modern bachelor. He fans a spot on 
the level earth with his wings, some 
ten or twelve feet square, near his 
bachelor apartments. Here he comes 
frequently, except when moulting, and 
displays his enormous wings, like a 
butterfly or a skirt dancer, by erecting 
his wings out over past Als head, 
where the peculiar argus eyes are re- 
vealed in a diagonal position, at which 
slant they show off to the best ef- 
fect. 

Perhaps the best and finest of the 
true pheasants are the Reeves inhabit- 
ing the mountains of China, their tail 
feathers frequently reaching the enor- 
mous length of six feet. They are 
hardy, standing any winter weather 
and any degree of heat, never becom- 
ing quite as tame as some of the 
others. The male bird displays his 
plumage by swelling up and drawing 
in the head as though ready to burst. 
and then jumping stiff-legzed in a big 
circle around his hen, his long tall be- 
ing held almost straight up.

MERICAN AND EUROPEAN 
CITIES. 


Big as is New York City, ft ts 
a small portion of the real Amer- 
Kan city, the Urbs Americana, 
that great municipality of 20,000,000 in- 
habitants, today practically one in its 
ideals and practice, laying the same 
pavements the country over, supply- 
ing water with the same lavish 
dom—so that this 20,000,000 uses daily 
more gallons than in all the cities in 
Europe of three times the population 
—spreading its dwellings over a room- 
ler area than ever before known. Our 
20,000,000 cover 1,958,777 acres, where 
42 great cities in Europe, with 17,011,- 
167 population, cover but 461,136 acres, 
and are thus fow times as crowded as 
our cities. Thanks to this, our Amer- 
ican civic population is homed in j,- 
000,000 dwellings, twice the Buropean 
average. Being thus spread, it has 
perforce paved 15,929 miles of street, 
and has 20,862 yet to pave. It has 
16,040 miles of sewers, say 1260 people 
to the mile of sewer. a quarter of the 
European number, It has put in 13. 
79% miles of street railroad, a lavish 
grant of franchise which its large area 
has made necessary. Order is main- 
tained for this aggregate urban pop- 
ulation with 300,000 policemen. Eng- 
land, where the proportion is least, 
bas one-half more policemen for a 
like urban populatien and an urban 
area not a quarter our bn aby 

If any man were today to make out 
a list of the best-known Americans, 
a group of mayors would be among 
them. They are known to the national 
public. It is equally true that city 
officials are known to each other. They 
were not once. Within the last decade 
national associations of chiefs of po- 
— and fire departments, of the en- 

neers in charge of water-works and 
of paving, of municipal executive offi- 
cers, of those, official and lay, inter- 
ested in parks and in general city gov- 
ernment, have come into existence. 
The very existence of these associa- 
tions, no one of which is twenty years 
old, and most of which are less than 
ten, presupposes a body of men with 
a reasonable permanence of tenure, 
looking on thelr work as a life call- 
ing and ready to learn and teach. 
Wholesale removals are already 4di- 
minishing in city government. Police 
and firemen are almost everywhere 
permanent. Those who have khown 
our city administration for thirty 
years best realize the great change in 
this respect. There is growing up, 
though few know it. a body of munic- 
wal officials, some with technical 
training, all with the training of af- 
fairs, who, before another generation 
passes, will constitute a corps, mutu- 
ally known, sharing a common expe- 
rience, a common tradition, and cer- 
tain to become a body from which all 
cities will recruit their higher posts, 
as high schoo! principals and superin- 
tendents are already called from city 
to city. Our city aggregate will then 
have its city ci¥il service. The three 
largest cities in the country have may- 
ors today each of whom represents a 
phase of the new conditions. Three 
ways there are today in which a man 
may become the dominant bead of an 
American city. He may, as Mayor 
Low, of New York, represent the up- 
rising and ombination of the classes, 
neither exploiting nor exploited. He 
may, like Mayor Harrison, of Chi- 
cago, be the individual chieftain of 
his own political clan and personal fol- 
lowing, in his case inherited. Phila- 
delphla has in Mayor Weaver a chief 
executive deliberately selected by a 
powerful political machine, corrupt, 
‘unscrupulous, allied with every ex- 
ploiting agency, corporation or polit- 
ical, whose head and whose governing 
men firmly believe that permanent 
political power in current municipal 
conditions is only possible by giving 
efficient administration. All these may- 
ors, and this is the great change of 
the past ten years—only the past ten 
years—hold their places under an 
avowed policy of improved city gov- 
ernment. Mayor Low really stands for 
it. Mayor Harrison wants to be be- 
lieved to stand for it, and has so far 
justified his claim. The first has con- 
troll the franchise corporations and 
driven hard bargains with them, the 
second has headed a long crusade 
againet them, and the third has sur- 
prised Philadelphia by insisting on 
testing their legal rights and claims, 

Besides the honest mayor, and the 
boss with his personal plunder and 
corporate allies, there is the reform- 
ing citizen. He may be, ke Mr. Ja- 
cob A. Riis, a journalist, a police re- 
porter—of all newspaper work the 
most deadening, poisonous, fatal to all 
better desires, stifiing from the moral 
miasma that hangs heavy about év- 


ery police headquarters. In that and 
out of that Mr. Riis forged his weapon. 
He reformed a slum. He gave 
city play grounds. He awoke the pub-

Is it too late to purify our speech 
from these mischievous tendencies, or 
must we be content to see a great lan- 
guage turned into shoddy? Certainly 
the effectiveness of Engli#h as an r- 
gan of thought is weakened by the 
careless use of its vocabulary. The cre- 
ation of redundant words really adds 
nothing to de resources of a tongue, 
and the overworking of some words, 
combined with the underworking of 
others, means actual impoverishment. 
Only a pedant would object to the 
sradua! expansion of the dictionary by 
means of the adoption of new idioms 
and terms. When our ancient meta- 
bora have lost their edge, we may be 
pardoned He turn evento colloquial- 
ists for pointed expressionsto take 
their place. But there is no progress 
through confusion.—{Herbert W. Hor- 
will, in the September Critic.

dom. Glasgow's water supply, too, is 
in the city’s hands—as London's is to 
be after a while—and the water rates 
paid by Glasgow folk are absurdly low. 
The Glasgow city fathers seem to 
have thought that electric light com- 
pany proprietors, water company own- 
ers, and pawnbrokers, were all alike 
so far as their regard for the public 
was concerned, for, soon after the 
municipality had obliged the two first 
to hand over their monopoly, it. went 
for the third. ; 
lasgow now owns and runs three 
pawnshops, which were bought out- 
right from the original owners. To 
look at they are just like any other 
pawnshops, with three Halls over their 
doors, and only a si to tell people 
that they belong to the municipality. 
Since the municipal offices were opened 
three vears ago the Shylocks of Glas- 
gow have had to face the necessity of 
coming down in their demands or los- 
ing their business. At present the rate 
charged at the municipal pawnshonp is 
2 cents a month for every dollar bor- 
rowed, whereas that obtained by the 
“trade” generally was five or six times 
as much. There is no doubt that the 
regular pawnbrokers have been hard 
hit by the municipal “offices,” and 
some of them have had to close. Prob- 
ably the only thing that saves the 
rest is a certain rule that the munic- 
ipality has made with regard to ar- 
ticles pawned at its shops. The 


poor over here pledge“ clothing more 


often than anything else, and the 
Municipal Council of Glasgow win 
allow the city’s pawnshops to advance 
money on clean garments only—the 
idea being to prevent infection. So it 
most likely is because the other pawn- 
kers aren't fastidious that they 
have managed to keep alive at all. 
Meanwhile, the municipal pawnshops 
are doing a roaring business, and the 
profit from them is now large enough 
to pay off A yearly installment on the 
debt resulting from their purchase, 
and to leave a goodly sum over to be 
used in lightening the taxes. The only 
fault to be found with the municipal 
loan offices is that since they were 
opened the amount of pawning in Glas- 
gow has increased enormously. 
“MUNICIPAL CADDIES,” TOO. 


Glasgow's “municipal golf links,” 
like its pawnshops, were started on the 
theory that the public might as well 
have the benefit of any profit there 
was in an establishment which it sup- 
ported. In the first place, the only 
links in Glasgow were owned by clubs 
which charged players fancy prices. 
It hardly needs to be sald that in 
Scotland everybody plays golf, and 
that it isn’t at all a fad of the fash- 
lonable set, as at home. The Glasgow 
Municipal Council decided to put golf 
within the reach of all, so to speak, 
and so they laid out “links,” engaged 
a noble army .of caddies, provided 
“mashies,” “niblinks,” “brassies” and 
“putters,” and then placed the whole 
outfit at the disposal of the public at 
bargain-counter rates. The “municipal 
links" were a success from the first, 
and the profits from them, like those 
of the other countless ‘“‘municipalized” 
enterprises in the canny town, help to 


largely in decorating its 
arke and public gardens, and after 
uying the plants dealers for a 
while, the thrifty city fathers decided 
to grow tulips themselves, and thus 
save the dealers’ profits. So the munt- 
cipal tulip farm took shape as quickly 
us the municipal golf links, or the 
municipal telephone eystem had done, 
and it has proved as successful as 
either. It ought to be added, that, at 
that end of every season, any plants 
that the Council find it has left at- 
ter replenishing the beds in the parks 
are given to the poor. 
BATTERSEA’'S FEEDING BOTTLES. 


The rather funny occupation for a 
city of looking after the cleanliness of 
the baby's bottle has been undertaken 
by several English towns—St. Helen's, 
the boyhood home of Kine Dick 
Seddon, the New Zealand Premier, 
among them—but perhaps the business 
of seeing to it that the bairns get pure 
milk, hygenically bottled, is done most 
interestingly by Battersea, which is fa- 
mous as the stamping ground of John 
Rurns, as well as for its experiments in 
various lines of municipal trading. In 
England it is generally admitted that 
a large part of the immense mortality 
among 
poor—ie due to disease germs in their 
milk; the result of keeping it in stuffy 
living rooms and filthy larders; and this 
paternal—or rather, maternal—experi- 
ment of Battersea’s was tried to sce 
what could be done in the way of sav- 
ing babies’ lives by supplying pure 
nourishment to those within the bor- 
ough. 

So Battersea supplies to every baby 
who becomes a subscriber exactly the 
amount of sterilized humanized milk 
which it requires, and delivers it at 
the baby’s home every day, put up in 
air-tight bottles, and packed in special 
baskets. If a baby is two weeks old, 
a basket is sent eve day with nine 
bottles, each of them containing one 
and a half ounces of milk. This gives 
the little one thirteen and a half ounces 
per day, which ts exactly what it 
needs. When it is a ehr old, the baby 
will have attained the dignity of for- 
ty-two ounces of milk a day, this be- 
ing sent in six bottles of seven ounces 
each. As it is intended for the poor, 
this service of municipal milk its just 
as cheap as it can be made. It costs 
a baby under six months old 30 cents 
a week for its milk supply, and 60 
cents after that. 

The good results of the Battersea ex- 
periment have been simply tremendous. 
For the last six months, for instance, 
the death rate among infants using 
milk from the municipal depot has been 
4 out of a

Baldwin Brown (Dtttor @ is 
a vivid picture ef the England of 
Saxon days, with its life and art. 
The first volume lays a work 
ptOdy of the artistic remains 
of the period, by éxamination ot the 
relation of town to country a thou- 
band years ago, a by an inquiry 
into the coming ot Christianity into 
England and its influence on the lite 
of the people as expressed in churches 
and monastertes. Although in no 
sense a history of Saxon England, the 
volume feconstrects from the scanty 
remains of the time a picture that is 
as convincing as it ia interesting. The 
second volume deals exclusively with 
ecclesiastical architecture in England 
from the conversion of the Saxons to 


the Norman conquest, and forms a 
treatise altogether more complete than 
anything that has on that 
subject. 


Like a prophet crying in the wilder- 
ness comes Bouck White's “Quo Vad- 
itis.” protesting against the present 
secial system. The author's language 
fs semf-Ribiical and semi-Whitman- 
esque, but beneath the style one feels 
the fndividuality and sincerity of the 
man, and that he comes with a mes- 
sage to the tvorld.

Scientific Oiling of Streets. 

It is generally admitted that the chief 
ot the few drawbacks of Southern Call. 
fornia is the summer dust. Since the 
surfacing of streets with oll has been 
made a success, there is no reason that 
we should continue to put up with this 
nuisance. There are different ways of 
olling, however; some good, some bad, 
and some indifferent. A process re- 
cently introduced by A. E. Burns & 
Co. of this city is known as oll surfac. 
ing.” First, a good foundation is made. 
To this prepared foundation an oiled 
dressing, or top surface, is applied. It 
consists of from two to three inches of 
thoroughly pulverized soll, impregnated 
with oil. Itis then worked by machines 
specially devised for the purpose, until 
it is of such a consistency that it will 
not “buckle” under heavy loads, yet 1d 
sufficiently firm to prevent cutting 
through into the sub-grade, or founda- 
tion proper. This dressing, under roll- 
Ing and traffic, unifies with the founda- 
tion, making a firm, elastic and durable 
surface. When finished, it becomes 
more smooth and firm in proportion to 


the volume of traffic. Oiled surfaced 
roads will last, without attention, 
from two to four years, the 


length ot the time depending upon 
the usage. They should. however, be 
lightly sprinkled with oil annually. 
The cost of such sprinkling is much 
less than the cost of labor and teams, 
aside from the water used in sprink- 
ling. With this inexpensive annual 
care, the roads improve to a remark- 
able degree. Fach year will find them 
in better condition than when first 
finished.’ The cost of this betterment 
will not in five years exceed the first 
cost of oil surfacing, or about 1% 
cents a square foot. This olled surface 
ie infinitely superior to the so-called 
gravel, which is often little better than 
mud. After a few years, such a sur- 
face becomes practically an asphalt. 
Another advantage is that no weeds 
can grow on the street. The cost, for 
a forty-foot street, that has been 
brought to grade, is 60 cents a linear 
foot, as compared with $1 for gravel 
or disintegrated granite, and $6 for as- 
phakium. The streets on the Angelus 
Vista tract, in the southwestern part 
of the city, were surfaced In this way, 
and have been in use over a year, re- 
maining in excellent condition, also 
roads and walks in Evergreen Ceme- 
tery. Streets that are now being sur- 
faced in this manner are those in the 
Central-avehue Home tract, an aggre- 
gate of two miles, Washington street, 
from Western avenue to the city lim- 
its; Orange Grove Place, between Mc- 
Kinley and Sdéuth Park avenues; South 
Park, and four miles of street in the

Refugees Driven from Their Lairs 
Like Beasts. 

Macedonian Committees Said to 

be Furthering Selfish 
Interests. 
The situation in the Balkans, with 
each succeeding day, becomes more 
and more complicated, and the news 


from that storm center is still of the 
most disturbing sort, although under 
Practices there in vogue it is practi- 
cally impossible to learn exactly what 
is happening. Turkish authorities see 
that every newspaper correspondent in 
the turbulent districts is “escorted,” as 
they call it, and this escort means that 
it is extremely difficult for the corre- 
spondent to come into free communi- 
cation with those who know the real 
state of affairs. It is, however, clear 
that a general massacre has been per- 
mitted in the vilayet of Monastir. Be- 
tween 30,000 and 60,000 Bulgarian in- 
habitants in this district have been 
siain by the Turks, and every Bulga- 
rian village has been utterly destroyed. 
According to the Macedonian Intertor 
Organization as many as 160,000 
women, children and old men have 
taken refuge in the forests of Mace- 
donia and are starving to death by 
the thousands. In the districts of 
Leren and Kostur the Turks are get- 
ting fire to the forests and killing those 
who attempt to secape. According to 
information published in a revolution- 
ary paper, the Autonomye, a force of 
Albanians and Turkish regular troops, 
acting under direct orders from Con- 
stantinople, entered the districts and 
killed men, women and children with a 
barbarism almost incredible. Accord- 
ing to other reports the Turks have 
instituted a system of drives in the 
vilayet by which the hiding Bulga- 
rians are driven out of their lairs like 
wild beasts. 

A correspondent of the London 
Times writes fram Monastir describing 
a railway journey to that point from 


tlans to be seen in the district. Crops 
are abandoned and no one can be seen 
working in the fields except in the im- 


mediate neighborhood of Turkish vil- 
lages. At the railway stations there | 
are swarms of armed Turks, very few 
of whom are regular soldiers. His train 
was filled with boisterous young Al- 
banians going to join the Turkish 
army, whereas the train which passed 
him going the other way was loaded 
with Bulgarian prisoners with chains 
about their necks and bloody rags 
wrapped about their limbs. It is quite 
possible that at any moment Bulgaria 
may openly declare war against the 
Porte, and according to a Vienna 
newspaper the government of the State 
has applied to a Hungarian firm for 
15,000,000 Mannlicher cartridges. Much 
depends on the action of Servia. if 
that country should join Bulgaria, 
there would probably be little hesita- 
tion in making war. A correspondent 
of the London Daily Telegraph, writ- 
ing from Sofia, says that Bulgaria has 
displayed extraordinary moderation. 
The Christian powers paid no atten- 
tion to her last urgent request, that 
they should compe! Turkey to sup- 
press the rising by legitimate meth- 
ods of are, and to spare women 
and children. Bulgaria, therefore, he 
says, can no longer neglect her sacred 
dut~- and an official communication 
—4 be made to the powers to this et- 
ec ¥ 

The attitude of the powers, as set 
forth by the Russian government in 
an official note, in regard to the Aus- 
tro-Russian reform scheme for Mace- 
donia is unchanged, and, consequentiy 
neither Turkey nor Bulgaria can ex- 
pect support from any quarter in the 
event of open or secret resistance to 
that scheme. After pointing out that 
the suggested reforms were, at the 
outset, attended with good resulte the 
government characterizes the recent 
action of the Macedonian Committees 
as insincere. While proclaiming that 
their object was the protection of their 
coreligionists against Turkish oppres- 
sions these committees in reality seek 


ing the administrative system in the 
province 80 as to convert it mio a 
Bulgarian Macedonia, to the detriment 
of the rights and powers of the other 
Christian people, whose interest is 
equally dear to orthodox Russia. 

The Macedonian chiefs declare that 
the régime of the Sultan, Abdul Hamid, 
is one of violence, oppression and des- 
rotiem. The Christian element in his 
dominions is endowed with immense 
Vitality. It ia extremely active, very 
intelligent and has a great future. The 
Turks are jealous of this element. 
They regard it with suspicion and have 
sworn to stamp it out. 

The Macedonian insurgents are 
fighting against a political system 
Shich renders their country unin- 
habitable. Their wish is to be placed 
al footing with their rulers. 
their demands on 
international] treaties. The declare 
that the obligations which Europe im- 
poses on these oppressed Christian 
races are unjust. 

The leader of the insurgents, Boris 
Saraffof, is said to be in the center of 
disturbance near Fiorina, where he re- 
cently seized and carried off a Greek 
priest who had denounced the rev- 
olutioniste. He has issued a man- 
festo in which he disclaims any at- 
tacks on peaceable persons, but says 


that destruction of railroads is neces- 
sary, and bege railroad officials 
“from humane considerations to ac- 
cept no passengers in order that there 
may be no unnecessary sacrifices to 
deplore. Saraffof began hie antagon- 
ism to Turkish rule at the age four- 
teen, when, as a student in the Bul- 
garian High School at Salonika, he 
saw his father and grandfather driven 
#s prisoners through the streets by 
the Turkish soldiers, and without fear 
or hesitation the boy attacked the 
guards with stones and fists. His father 
and grandfather had been accused of 
revolutionary sympathies, and without 
tria! were banished to Asia Minor for 
fifteen years. At twenty, Boris Saraff- 
of graduated from the military acad- 
emy at Sofla and received a comms- 
sion as lieutenant of the First Bul- 
garian Infantry. Three years later in 
1895. he resigned, and with a hundred 
other young Bulgarians started à re- 
bellion in Macedonia. which was soon 
quelled by the Turkish government. 
Saraffof managed to escape capture 
although the government eet a Price of 
on his head. 

Ac na to press dispatches the 
preparations for mobilizing of the Byi- 


garian army have been carried out 
with singular completeness as to de- 
tall and a declaration of war will find 
the Bulgarians sufficiently prepared. 
e equipement for the soldiers is 
ready. large quantities of ammuni!- 
tien are on hand and the stocks of 
genera! supplies are remarkably com- 
prehensive. Gen. Nicolaie will 
probably command in the event of 
hostilities.

Marvelous Resources of an Undevel- 
oped Territory in Which Aliens and 


By those who have made a careful 
study of the country, Guatemala is re- 
garded as the coming republic. Mar- 
velously rich in resources, this land of 
promise only awaits the introduction 
of capital and the inspiration of en- 
terprise to cause it to bring forth and 
bud, giving bread to the eater and seed 
to the sower” beyond the expectation 


of the most sanguine. 
Under the wise administration of 


President Cabrera confidence has been 
restored, business interests have been 
conserved, educational institutions have 
been fostered, the national debt re- 
duced, and every possible inducement 
held out to foreign capital. 

As to climate, it can be said with- 


out exaggeration that that of 
Guatemala % the most dealth- 
ful known. Excepting the coast 


districts, where the heat is great, 
the entire country enjoys a temperature 
the whole year corresponding to the 


— — — 


spring of Southern Europe. On the 
coast the refreshing sea breezes which 
regularly blow for some hours evePy 
day mitigate the extreme heat and 
render the climate bearable. 

No peculiar climatic diseases exist in 
the republic, and for many years no 
plague or epidemic has amieted the ter- 
ritory. The government is always vig- 
llant and takes all sanitary prevau- 
tions which are known to science. 

The idea that prevails in the minds of 
many that personal rights are disre- 
garded in Guatemala has no founda- 


tion in fact. The Constitution guar- 
antees individual liberty, liberty of 
conscience, equality before the law, 


absolute security of person, honor and 
property, freedom of travel, unre- 
strained liberty to practice all profes- 
sions and trades, and to engage in hon- 
Orable occupations and industries of 
all kinds, the rights of protection and 
association, the freedom of expression 
of thought, whether verbally or 
through the press, without previous 
censorship, free education, and com- 
pensation for all service not made gra- 
tuitous by law. 

And all this is assured to the alien 
as to the native born. No difference 
exists between the alien and citizen. 
All are equal and all enjoy in the same 
degree, and to the same extent, all 
rights and franchises which are not ex- 
clusively of a political character. 

Aliens, as well as citizens, are en- 
titled to the same protection of their 
person and property, the same inviola- 
bility of their domicile, correspondence 
and private papers, the same freedom 
of expression, the same religious lib- 
erty, the same qualifications to acquire, 
to hold and to convey property, whether 
real or personal, and the same facilities 
to resort to the courts or constituted 
authorities to seek redress or have jus- 
tice administered to them. Foreign 
companies, organized according to the 
laws of their respective countries, are 
allowed to do business in Guatemala, 
and enjoy the same rights as are 
granted Guatemalan companies. 

To the home seeker, the vacant

The principal] industries are the 
weaving of jerga (a coarse en 
stuff.) kerseymere and la manta (cot- 
ton cloth,) the manufacture of a good 
quality of hats, shoes, silk and cotton 
scarfs, furniture, musical instruments, 
agricultural implements, but 
these loca! industries produce scarcely 
enough to supply the needs and con- 
sumption of the interior. Therefore, 
factories of every kind that would be 
established in Guatemala would meet 
with the most advantageous results, 
especially those for stuffs of all classes 
and other articles of first necessity. 
The government encourages enterprises 
of such character, and offers every 
possible facility and franchise. Among 
the industries which it would be im- 
portant to introduce in Guatemals 
can be specially mentioned the follow- 
ing: The propagation of the silk worm 
and the manufacture of silk stuffs in 
general; the extraction of resins, the 
distillation of medicinal and aromatic 
plants, etc.; the preparation of fruits, 
and the manufacture of olls for ex- 

rtation; the working of gold, silver, 
ead, mercury, coal and other mines; 
the fabrication of jarcia (fopes, cord- 
age, te., matches, paper, window 
giass, earthenware, porcelain, etc. of 
which there is a considerable consump- 
tion in the country as well as in the 
neighboring States of Central Amer- 
ica, where these industries do not ex- 
ist; and the felling and exportation of 
timber for buildings, furniture and 
flooring; also for dye woods. None of 
these industries could fall to be ee 
remunerative for those who would 
troduce them. 

Though a small republic,, Guatemala 
exports a million bags of coffee an- 
nually. This output could be increased 
tenfold if available land could be put 
under cultivation. Hardwoods abound 
and Guatemala will be able to supply 
the Americar? markets for many years 
to come. The greatest present lack is 
transportation facilities, but railway 
lines are being pushed east and west, 
connecting with the Pan-American 
Railway, now under construction. 
Freight-carrying steamers are being 
put into commission on navigable 
streams and lakes, and as time ad- 
vances foreign tal will give 
country the facilities necessary to its 
development. 

For lack of inter- 
ests of Guatem are also being neg- 
lected, and rich rewards await men of 
enterprise not afraid to risk 
money in exploiting the rich mineral 
deposits of the republic. 

To the end that the greatest good 
may come to Guatemala the govern- 
ment is ready to grant special privi- 
leges and concessions, on very liberal 
terms, to people who mean business.

THE DAILY NEWSPAPER. 

OW many and varied are the agencies which 

Providence makes use of in promoting the forward 

march of civilization the advancement of the 
race. And perhaps in all the wide realm of human agen- 
cies which He uses there is no force outside of Chris- 
tianity that tells more for human progress than the 
daily newspaper. A glance through the exchanges 
which come daily. into a anetropolitan newspaper office 
will give a person some idea of tha wonderful activity 
af this busy work-a-day world. The history of a 
world’s day—a single twenty-four hours—is something 
marvelous. It holds comedies more curious than ever 
were written by human pen. It has farces more ludi- 
crous than ever stirred an audience to tumultyous 
laughter. It witnesses tragedies more terrible than 
human language ever depicted. It is an ever-changing 
panorama, a shifting scene of lights and shadows, of 
struggle and success, of laughter and despair. 


Could the pen of the journalist portray to the lightest 
heart throb, to the minutest act, and the smallest 
spoken word, the life of a single city for a single day 
only, it would be such e drama as would put to blush 
the genius of a Shakespeare, or the most brilliant efforts 
of a Milton or a Dante. Could The Times give its 
readers all of yesterday, with every impress made upon 
it by the 135,000 people of Los Angeles, the paper 
would be read wish a wonder beyond words, with a 
breathless and intense interest. 

But it is these every-day events which make hie- 
tory—these individual actions and emotions which are 
the momentum of buman progress. The live journal 
gathers up the straws which are afloat upon the cur- 
rent, and which serve to point out the direction in 
which the tide is flowing. With all the varying interests 
which it touches and the incidents which it notes, it 
does nothing more than reach the surface of things. 
The entire story of a single day has never been 
written. 

Dependent as we are upon our daily paper, it is a mys- 
tery to the present time how the world ever got on 
simply with a weekly journal. If the world had held as 
many people then as now it could not have done 60. 
The daily newspaper is heeded now, not only as a 
maker of history, as a disseminator of the news, as a 


record of progress, but es a detective. The worst enemy 
of crime is the enterprising, outspoken newspaper. It 
is Argus-eyed, and the eriminal fads it everywhere 
difficult to escape from its omnipresent glance. He 
fears it as he fears the majesty of the law which 
he has outraged. He may go to the desert, and it will 
follow him; to the most distant lands, and it confronts 
him still. It ts oftener through the newspaper than any 
other agency that he is unable to escape the conse- 
quences of bis crimes, for it is the voice of public senti- 
ment, and it will not let him go unpunished. No gi- 
gantic evil can long exist when its corruption is daily 
laid bare by tbe universal press before the eyes of « 
law-respecting people. 

The newspaper is also a potent factor in immigration. 
What did the populous East know of this distant Pacific 
Slope before the daily journals of the Coast were estab- 
lished? The rumors of its greatness and its fertility, 
and its climatic charms, were as idle tales to those 
upon the other side of the continent. But the pictures 
of its charms thrust upon them daily, their interest be- 
came enlisted, and now there is scarce a city or town 
upon the Atlantic borders, or in the great midland 
valleys of the continent, where the journals of the 
Pacific Coast are not read, attracting in this direction 
a tide of immigration that is fast overflowing the whole 
State. 

In no portion of the country is the journalistic activ- 
ity of California excelled. The number of newspapers 
established in this State is a peculiar feature of its 
progress. No sooner is a new town started than comes 
the demand for a newspaper. These papers, too, are 
generally well sustained, and they can only be regarded 
as indices of the intelligent and progressive character 
of the people who are flocking to this Coast. Well-sus- 
tained, honest and fearless journals will always attract 
homeseekers, and will do their part in the work of 
upbuilding the State.

In 
all, there are about 233,000,000 tons of ore now in sight, 
and some of it is very fine. The iron mountains of Gelll- 
vare are also in northern Sweden. Their mines are of 
great extent and the ore is rich. 

A Chance for a Trust. 

There is a good change for a steel trust here. Not a 
big one like the United States Steel Company, but a 
little one of a million or so, which would pay large div!i- 
dends. I refer to getting the ownership of the Danne- 
mora mines, which produce the finest iron known to 
man. These mines are now owned by ten companies, 
working under an agreement not to manyfacture more 
than 1900 tons a year. They make the iron with char- 
coal, and ship it all over the world in light bars. The 
ore is so fine that it sells for $100 a ton when other iron

Elk Hunting at 9100 a Week. 


I dropped into our legation here the other day. The 
American Minister was absent, and I asked when he 
would be back. The reply was: “He has gone off ptar- 
migan shooting, and will be gone for a month.” The 
American Minister is the best shot in Sweden. He can 
hit the fleetest bird on the wing. The office of the lega- 
tion has trophies of former hunts in the shape of wild 
duck, snipe and the heads and hoofs of elk. 

Speaking of hunting, Norway and Sweden are rented 
out much like Scotland. The best shooting grounds 
bring so much a week, and I heard the other day how 
Burton Harrison paid 1000 kronen, or $260, for two 
weeks’ sport. He came here to shoot elk, but found 
that the best forests were owned by private parties, who 
did not care to rent them. He could not shoot in the 
crown woods without the royal permission, and he failed 
to get that. He then advertised in the papers, offering to 
pay a big price for the right to hunt during the season 
on any good estate, but received no satisfactory answer. 
Finally an American here asked one of the wealthy for- 
est owners to allow Mr. Harrison the privilege of shoot- 


ing in his woods. The man replied that he would grant 


it for two weeks for 1000 kronen. Harrison accepted the 
cffer, and killed six elk during that time. At this rate 
the elk cost him about $43 apices. 


The Lumber Yard of Europe. 


There should be good hunting in Scandinavia. This 
country has some of the best forests of the continent. 
It is frequently called the lumber yard of Europe. About 
#4 per cent. of the dry land is covered with trees. The 
best are in the north, where there are fine pine and 
spruce, and where thousands of lumbermen go out to cut 
logs every winter. There are many streams, and the 
trees are cut and hauled to the banks of the waterways 
and floated down when the snow melts. 

At the mouths of the rivers are some of the largest 
sawmills of the world. Here the logs are sawed into 
boards and other lumber, and shipped across the Baltic 
and down through the Atlantic. The export of lumber 
runs bi i into the millions of dollars a year. There are 
public forests which yield $18.900,000 worth, and there 
are also private syndicates which do a large business. In 


| all, Sweden ha; a thousand saw and planing mills; it has 


320 furniture factories and 22 wood-working factories of 
other kinds. it does a big wood-pulp business, and i's 
exports of wood and timber alone amo®nt to $25,000,000 
a year. 

A big business is being done here now in schoolhouses, 
hunting lodges and small frame dwellings. There are 
enormous mills just outside Stockholm which make noth- 
ing else. They have designs after which houses are 
made to order. They are shipped away in pieces, knocked 
down, to Africa, South America, Australia and England. 
This trade is increasing. and | am told the exporters ex- 
pect to do a big business in such houses if we begin 
work on the Panama Canal. When that canal was first 
started, the !aborers were furnished houses from Maine. 
The Swedes claim that they can put up a better and 
cheaper house than the Americans, and they expect to 
be a competitor for the business of Panama. 


American Locc motives. 


(Sweden has been buying some American locomotives 
within the past few years. They are, heavier than the 
Swedish engines, and are, I am told, liked very well. 1 
have ridden over some of the trunk lines of this country 
in the past few days. The roads are well built and the 
scenery along them reminds one of the lumber regions 
of the United States. Many of the roads are through 
great woods filled with ferns. The ground is carpeted 
with ferns, and the silver trunks of the birch trees 
rise out of beds of emerald“ green.

Sweden has now about 7000 miles of railroads, 2000 of 
which are owned by the government. The railroads 
make mopey and pay dividends, notwithstanding that 
their fares are lower than ours. All trains have three 
«\2eses, rst, second and third. The first-class rate is 
2, cents a mile, the second-class about 1% cents and 
the third-class only % cent. The first class is luxuri- 
ors, the secoad is comfortable, and the third is furnished 
with bare wooden benched. 

There is much travel, especially on the trunk lines— 
to Christiania and Gothenberg, the chief port of Sweden 
on the North Sea. 

The latter line is through a more thickly populated 
country than that to Christiania. As one goes south the 
farms are larger, the farm houses are of frame and there 
ave big barns and outbuildings. The country looks very 
much like the good farming regions of the United States. 
The houses are on the farms, and not in villages, as in 
other parts of Europe. There are many cattle and dairy 
establishments which make the butter for export. | am 
told that the people ship their butter abroad and use 
cleomargarine themselves. This is so in Denmark and 
in other butter-making countries.

MECAMECA, of the musical double name, is a pic- 
quresque town lying at the eastern base of snow- 
doppel Popocatepeti and ixtaccihuat!.

cAdventures in India. 


RARE EXPERIENCES OF A SOUTHERN 
“CALIFORNIA WOMAN. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


ARAMOULA (British India) Aug. 15.—On July 30 
B* suddenly decided that it would be best to leave 

our big comfortable tent on the hillside and go to 
the hotel, ag the flood made it extremely difficult to get 
any supplies, so we invited the three officers to a farewell 
dinner. They responded joyfully, as usual, and we had 
great fun over it. 


The next morning at 11 the three officers appeared 


again, this time to help us move our many belongings, 
and soon after 12 o'clock long lines of boatmen followed 
by bheesties, sweepers and the ayah, wound their snail- 
like way down the hillside to the boats, and were closely 
followed by the six most interested in that vast pile 
of luggage. We were paddled over the top of the canal 
banks through an orchard, and across the maidan, the 
huge field used as a polo ground, and we found the ho- 
tel up to the second story in water, so we mounted the 
step or two of the outside stairway still visible and 
passing along a corridor in which the smell of muddy 
water was very disagreeable, mounted to the _ third 
floor and found comfortable rooms. 


The Earth Emerging.

The week spent there was an odd experience. The 
water fell rapidly and one morning we beheld, much 
to our amusement, a native wading across the maidan 
up to his neck in the muddy water, a basket of fru on 
his head and his dirty clothes reposing on top of th» 
fruit! The next morning a high-hung carriage drove 
up to our now nearly exposed door, and after that the 
tradesmen and bearers always waded to and fro from 
the Bazaar to the hotel. Once, standing on the upper 
balcony, we saw a whole family of natives wading, 
father in front up to the waist in water, mother plod- 
ding along behind with a naked brown baby astride 
shoulder, and three or four little boys splashing bus- 
ily along in the rear, screaming to each other and to 
their father, the smallest up to his little brown neck, 
but as cheerful as a cricke’. It was strange to see 
things gradually emerge; bushes, fences that we had 
forgotten all about, and the low godowns of the ser- 
vants. When the hotel gate first came ihto view there 
Was great excitement, and many bets were made a3 to 
how long it would be before we could walk or drive 
through it. 


Concluded to Leave. 


The smells grew worse and worse daily, until finally, 
as the water receded and left us upon what looked from 
a distance like the top of a huge chocolate cake, the 
smell was so unbearable that we concluded, after wucn 
urging by letter, telegram and word of mouth, to leave 
the valley for good and all. Word came from Guimurg, 
the fashionable hill station to Kashmir, that supp)'es 
were growing scarce there: co that was out of the 
question. Mee, the rather attractive place on the 
way out of the valley toward Rawal Pindi, was [ull “to 
the brim.” Abbottabad, most easy to reach, was sail 
to be very hot, and where to go we could not tell. 

At last we decided to go to Chamba, a hill station, 
about a day from Amritsar, but how to get there we 
could not find out, as, having had another day or two 
of rain, the river was again rising and Dhanjiboy, the 
mall and tonga agent who had just thought it safe to 
move back into his office from the house-boat he had 
been using as such during the flood, was seized by a 
panic and evidently lost his head. He closed his office 
and he and his men were seen running te and fro be- 
tween the house and boat aimlessly, as it seemed, knock- 
ing into each other, shrieking at the top of their voices 
and conducting themselves in the most amusingly crazy 
manner. No information was to be had in that quar- 
ter apparently. From the two azeacies we could only 
find out that the road was badly damaged between Bara- 
moula and Srinuggur, but whether tongas fan between 
the two places they did not know. In the meantime 
the river was rising at the top of its speed, and we. 
fearing that if we did not start at once would find it 
impossible to get a boat under the seven bridges, went 
up and down the river early on the morning of Augen 
3, seeking for a dunga or a hous*-»voit. They were dit 
ficult to find. as the demand for them had been so great, 
but at last we succeeded in getting a tiny dunga house- 
boat, which is an ordinary dun a. boarded in, with the 
mats on the outside of the boarding. It had the neual 
sitting-room, tuo bedrooms and bathroom, but all tiny.

~ After a most dreadful scramble in getting our things 
packed and carried, on the heads of dozens of cooles, 
across the maidan to the bund, in laying in stores of 
bottled water, flour, jams, vecetables, tea, milk and 
eggs, we at lost. at 4:30. got a ard and gave the wor! 

The three officers cime down to the first 
bridge with us, helped us to get things in their place:, 
presented us with boxes of sweets and oceans of ad- 
vice; and then sadly got into their shikara and left us.

We were stand- 
ing on deck, concratulating ourselves, when, looking up, 
we beheld three tall figures on the bridge watching us 
with absorbing interest.

An AUTHORITATIVE ACCOUNT OF 
THE NOTABLE EVENT. 


Contributed by Col. W. Handy, 


Formerly of Second Michigan Infantry. 


WO newspaper items of recent date call to mind an 
event of thirty-eight years ago that it may be in- 
teresting to relate again, for the benefit of the 
generation, and doubly so to the remnant of that 

ar diminishing army of veterans who helped to make 
that event a matter of history. The first item states 
there is living in the city of Washington a colored man, 


* who claims to have been a servant of the Confederate 


President, and was an eye-witness at his capture, and 
who says: “Mr. Davis was not in disguise, or, at least, 
not in woman's dress. 

“We were in camp,” he is quoted as saying, “and Mr. 
Davis lay down to sleep that night without undressing. 
Later in the night I heard the sound of horses’ hoofs. 
I knew it must be the enemy, and aroused Secretary Rea- 
gan and the President. Mr. Davis at once started for 
the door of his tent. He was suffering from neuralgia, 
and I threw what | took to be his waterproof overcoat 
over his shoulder, and tossed a shawl over his head. As 
he stepped out, a mounted soldier halted him, but Mr. 
Davis advanced upon him. By this time Mrs. Davis had 
reached the tent door, and she ran out in her night 
clothes, throwing her arms about ber husband. I ran 
in to get Mrs. Davis’ ragian, but found that | had already 
taken hers and had thrown it over the President's shoul- 
ders. The two garments were similar, except that one 
was longer than “ie other I took Mrs. Davis’ coat away 
from the President, threw it over his wife, and put his 
own garment around him.” 

The other item notes the death of a veteran soldier, 
M Wheeler, süpposed to be the last survivor who was 
present at the capture. (This is very doubtful.) 
Wheeler claimed to have been the first Northern soldier 
to lay hands upon the Confederate President, and said 
that Mr. Davis wore a long waterproof coat. 

The following is an account of the affair as it came 
from the lips of Adjutant J. G. Dickinson: 

“The Fourth Michigan Cavalry was part of the Cav- 
airy Corps of Maj. Gen. J. H. Wilson, which, after a long 
march through Alabama, had gone into camp near Ma- 


con, Ga. 

“April 1, 1865, the memorable battle of Five Forks had 
been fought, and on the 2nd the outer defenses of Peters- 
burg were carried, leaving open to Danville the only way 
of escape for the Confederate government at Richmond. 

“Jefferson Davis availed himself of that situation, and 
on the night of the 2nd, in company with members of his 
cabinet and others belonging to the rebel govenment, 
fed to Danville, where, temporarily, a new capital of the 
Confederate States was established; but the surrender 
of Gen. Lee at Appomattox rendering Danville untenabie, 
Davis fled to Greensboro, North Carolina, where he met 
bis generals, Breckenridge, Johnstone and Beauregard. 
The Confederate government, not finding a secure rest- 
ing place at Greensboro, moved on to Chariotte, N. C., 
where the news of Johnston's surrender to Sher- 
man overtook them. Then, accompanied by his 
cabinet and staff, he left Charlotte under escort of a 
large cavalry force in flight. On the march, all the 
members of the cabinet, except Postmaster-General Rea- 
gan, abandoned their chief. In the meantime, Maj. Gen. 
Wilson, at Macon, ascertained the flight of the fugitives 
from Charlotte, and thet they were moving in a south- 
erly direction with a cavalry escort, toward the Trans- 
Missippi Department, and he received orders to inter- 
pt them. Col. Eggieston was directed to watch the

Man's detail met and joined Davis's party, whom 
they found under escort, but failed of a favorable oppor- 
tunity to carry off the rebel chief, and at Washington, 
Ga. lost sight of the entire party. He became con- 
vinced, however, that they were trying to reach the gulfs 
or south Atlantic coast to escape by sea, and he sent 
couriers with that informajion to Gen. Wilson, to whom 
it became apparent that the flight must of necessity be 
in the direction indicated by Lieut. Yoeman, and he di- 
rected certain detachments to watch the crossings of the 
Ocmulgee River, which runs in a southeasterly direction 
from Macon, Ga. Gen. Croxton was ordered to select the 
best regiment of his division to scout in the direction 
of Jeffersonville, and Dublin, Ga., on the Oconee River, 
and the First Wisconsin Cavalry, under the command of 
Lieut.-Col. Harnden, was selected for that expedition. 
Gen. Minty, commanding the Second Division of the Cav- 
alry Corps, was directed to select his best regiment and 
send it southeasterly along the right bank of the Or- 
mulgee, to watch all the crossings between Hawkinsville 
and the mouth of the Ohoope River. Gen. Minty selected 
the Fourth Michigan Cavalry, commanded by Lieut.-Col. 
Benjamin D. Pritchard. That was the occasion, on the 
morning of the 7th of May, 1865, of four bugle call 
to arms, and the awakening of our camp to further 
warlike events. 

“The Fourth Michigan left camp on the morning of the 
7th, and marched in a southeasterly direction. 

“On the evening of the 7th we went into bivouac for 
the night on a beautiful plantation near Hawkinsville. 
Our headquarters occupied the porch of the plantation 
dwelling, a fortunate situation for us, as a thunder 
storm broke over us that night, the lightning spreading 
havoc in the camp. On the 8th we resumed march; 
about noon, near Abbeville, Ga., Lieut.-Col. Harnden of 
the First Wiscfisin Cavalry came up unexpected! 
to the head of our marching columns, and informed Col. 
Pritchard that the First Wisconsin was then marching 
08 a road running southwesterly from Abbeville, in pur- 


suit of a train of ambulances and wagons, which vere 


reported to contain the family of Jeff Davis. He stated 
to Col. Pritchard substantially that he did not know 
whether Davis was with the train, but calculated that he 
would be likely to join it somewhere. Col. Harnden 
Started away to join his command before we reached 
Abbeville. The Fourth Michigan proceeded two miles 
beyond Abbeville, when an incident occurred; we met on 
the road an aged colored man, with a broken-down ve- 
hicle, which he was vainly endeavoring to restore to ser- 
vice. Col. Pritchard availed himself of the usual privi- 
lege to interview the colored man, and learned from 
him that during the preceding night a body of mounted 
men crossed the ferries of the Ocmulgee near Abbeville, 
Ga.; that the men were substantially mounted and 
equipped. They had liberally paid the ferryman for their 
services, in gold coin, and had departed westward dur- 
ing the night. This information led to a successful 
scouting expedition, which was thereupon immediately 
organized. Col. Pritchard moved his command into 
camp, and directed me to make a detail for a detach- 
ment, comprising the best mounted portion of the regi- 
ment. I gathered 128 men and seven officers. Col. 
Pritchard took command of the detail, and permitted me 
to accompany him. The larger portion of the regiment 
was left in the camp under command of Capt. John C. 
Hathaway, with orders to picket the ferries and fords 
of the Ocmulgee River, and to send scouting parties in 


— — — 


command rapidly, they seeming not to hear, or at least 
not inclined to obey me, until I rode directly across their 
pathway, when they halted. 

“At that moment, Corporal Munger of Company C, 
came riding up from the thicket, and, taking his post- 
tion in the rear of the party, brought his carbine to a 
position for firing upon the man dressed in woman's 
clothes. I ordered the corporal not to fire, there being 
no perceptible resistance. The person in disguise was 
Jefferson Davis, and his companions were Mrs. Davis 
and her colored maid. The scene thus presented was 
rendered pathetic by the cries of the Davis family at the 
tents and by the heroic conduct of Mrs. Davis, who 
placed her arms around the drooping head of her hus- 
band, as if to protect him from threatened peril, while 
she, too, cried piteously, but made no other appeal to 
us. Davis had on for disguise a black shaw) drawn 
closely around his head and shoulders, through the folds 
of which I could see his gray hairs. He wore on his 
person a woman's long black dress, which com- 
pletely concealed his figure, excepting his spurred 
boot heels. The dress was undoubtedly Mrs. 
Davis's traveling dress which she afterwards 
wore on her return march to Macon. At the time 
of the capture she was attired in her morning gown 
and a black shaw! covered her head and stately form, 
while her waiting maid was completely attired in black.

Thence at nightfall we struck out into a desolate pine 
forest, through which we could scarcely distinguish any 
road or pathway, but tracing the way cautiously to- 


ward Irwinville, Ga., about 1 o'clock in the night suc- 
ceeded in reaching that place, where our col- 
umn halted. Irwinville was then a place of 


half a dozen dwellings—a sort of four corners 
in the wilderness. We awakened most all of 
the inhabitants by rude rapping at the doors of 
their dwellings, but none ventured from their thresholds, 
and all seemed reluctant to give any informafion what- 
ever. For a while we were at a loss to know what to do 
next. Many of our troopers, wearied by the night march, 
sank to the ground for repose. Suddenly the stillness 
of the night was broken by the hallooing of someone at 
a distance towards the woods back of a neighboring 
cwelling. It seemed to be a woman's voice, and I started 
in the direction indicated to ascertain what jt meant. 
In a moment, however, two of our troopers came up 
with a lady whom they had taken from her perch, on 
the fence in the rear of her dwelling, where she had been 
hallooing to some one, evidently far away in the woods. 
In her company was a negro whom | directed the men 
tc bring to Col. Pritchard, a proceeding that was stoutly 
resisted by the lady in question, who claimed that man 
as the only slave left to her, and begged us piteously not 
to take him away; but he was included in President Lin- 
coln's proclamation of freedom to the slaves, and seemed 
very willing to go with us. Upon being questioned by 
Col. Pritchard, he stated that there had been several 
mounted men to the house during the afternoon, from a 
camp near the village, to purchase forage and provisions, 
and that their camp lay about a mile and a half out on 
the Abbeville road. Placing the freedman in advance 
for a guide, and directing the utmost silence to be pre- 
served in the column, we moved out toward the camp on 
the Abbeville rcad. The night was rather dark, but very 
clear and quiet. We marched the distance of about a 
mile, when we halted and made the necessary arrange- 
ments for the capture of the camp when the light should 
be sufficient to enable us to discern its situation and 
force. A detail of twenty-five men under command of 
Lieut. Purinton, was sent to make a circuit of the camp 
and get a position on the road beyond, to send out pick- 
ets, and to take precautions for preventing the escape 
of any of the occupants of the camp in that direction, 
awaiting our edvance and capture of the camp. 

“We rested until the first appearance of the dawn of 
the morning of the 10th. The order was then quietly 
given to mount, and, placing a small force under com- 
mand of Capt. Charles T. Hudson, as an advance guard, 
with directions to charge forward upon the camp, our 
column moved in support. The charge was uninter- 
rupted by any picket or camp guards, and we speédily 
took the camp by a surprise so complete that none of the 
occupants seemed to have been awakened. The advance 
guard moved directly and quickly through the camp to- 
ward Lieut. Purinton's picket. Our main column halted 
for a minute on the road before entering the camp. In 
line facing a clearing or parade, stood three wall tents: 
beyond the clearing there was what appeared to me to 
be a swampy thicket. On our left, in the woods, at some 


— 


distance from the road, was a miscellaneous collection of 


tents and ambulances. The extent of the camp could 
not, however, be distinctly seen from our position. At 
this moment some of our men appeared to be straggling 
from the column, and Col. Pritchard directed my atten- 
tion to it, and to the care of the camp, and as he moved 
forward with the column through the camp I rode out 
and took a position by the roadside until the column 
passed me. I then rode across the parade, in front of 
the three wal! tents, on the right of the road. I eaw no 
one about the tents, and there was nothing indicating 
who occupied them until as I 
started to move to the road beyond, I saw a man par- 
tially dressed just emerging from a smal! shelter tent. 
I at once rode up to him and inquired what force was 
there in camp. He looked at me seemingly bewildered. 
Not hearing him reply to me, I repeated the question 


after a moment, and while lingering for a response | | 


was suddenly startled by a familiar voice calling to me. 
I turned and saw Andrew Bee, our headquarter cook, 
who was standing close in front of one of the wal) tents 
and pointing to three persons in female attire, who, arm 
in arm, were moving rapidly across the clearing towards 
the thicket, and Andrew shouted to me: ‘Adjutant, 
there goes a man dressed in woman's clothes." The per- 
son indicated was quite apparent, and I rode at once to- 
ward the party, ordering them to halt, repeating the

“I ordered Corporal Munger to guard Mr. Davis and his 
party in their tents, and to take two men who came up 
with him for that purpose. I then rode forward to re- 
port to Col. Pritchard the episode that had taken 
place. As I passed Davis's tent, in going to the front, 
Mrs. Davis called to me, and I dismounted to hear her 
request. She asked what we were going to do with Mr. 
Davis, and whether she and her family would be per- 

tted to go away with him. I informed her that I could 
nc tell what would be done with any of them until I 
had reported to my commanding officer. She then very 
earnestly said that we must not interfere with Mr. Davis, 
as he was a very desperate man and would hurt some 
of us. She further requested that I would see to certain 
things that she had in the wagon, and I promised to at- 
tend to that. I met Col. Pritchard just returning from 
an unfortunate conflict with the First Wisconsin Cav- 
alry, that regiment having come upon our pickets and 
mistaking them for an enemy, retired and formed for a 
battle, which forced our column to form in line and skir- 
mish with them, in the belief that we had met a force 
of the enemy. Col. Pritchard brought the en gement 
to a close by dashing into the lines of the First Wiscon- 
sin and notifying them of the mistake. I reported to 
Col. Pritchard the capture of Jeff Davis in his attempt 
to escape from the camp in female attire, and that I 
put him under guard. In the meantime Mr. Davis put 
on his male attire—a suit of gray—and came out and 
took a position near where the colonel stood. When he 
saw Col. Pritchard he shouted out same inquiry which 
he followed up with the old familiar charge: Lou are 
vandals, thievas and ro»bers." He evidently had worked 
himself into a rage, for when I went to him soon after 
to get the names of the prisoners, he refused my re- 
quest for his name, and I was obliged to receive it from 
his heroic wife, who spoke up proudly in answer to my 
repeated question: His name is Jefferson Davis, sir.’ 

“The captured party consisted of Jefferson Davis, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Davis and their three children; Miss 
Howell, a sister of Mrs. Davis; and John H. Reagan, 
Postmaster-General; Col. Johnstone, A. D. C.; Col. Bur- 
ton N. Harrison, private secretary, and about twenty 
Confederate officers and men. There were two colored 
women and one colored man, servants of the Davis fam- 
ily; of the three children of Mr. Davis' family, the 
youngest was a baby, that became quite a favorite in our 
command. Once on the march I saw it handed along 
the line; the oldest child was a little girl about ten 
years of age, and the other child was a boy of about 
seven or eight years. There was not the slightest show 
of any resistance on the part of any of the captured 
party, and they were all kindly treated by their captors. 
That their wagons and tents were searched thoroughly, 
I have no doubt. 

“In preparing for the return march their horses were 
all returned to the prisoners, and Mr. and Mrs. Davis 
and their family were allowed the use of the ambulances, 
which they occupied most of the time on the return 
march. 

“On the 12th of May. returning, we met Maj. Robert 
Burns, of Minty’s staff, from headquarters at Macon, 
who brought us President Johnson's proclamation, offer- 
ing rewards for the capture of Jeff Davis and others. 
That proclamation was the first intelligence we received 
of the assassination of our President, Abraham Lincoln, 
and of any reward for our prisoner 

“Mr. Davis was securely guarded during our return 
march. Perhaps his guard was more strict than it would 
have been had he not given notice that he would make 
his escape if possible. 

“The Secretary of War directed Col. Pritchard at 
Washineton to obtain the disguise worn by Jeff Davis at 
his capture, and Capt. Charles T. Hudson undertook to 
In his account of the affair, 
Capt. Hudson says that Mrs. Davis stated to him that she 
attired Mr. Davis in her own dress, and she surrendered 
a certain garment which Col. Pritchard afterwards de- 
scribed in his report to the Secretary of War as a ‘water- 
proof cloak or dress. Tnough I did not examine the 
texture of the dress worn by Davis at the capture, and 
cannot say whether it was waterproof or not, it was be- 
yond all question a lady's dress, and precisely like the 
dress usually worn by Mrs. Davis after the capture, dur- 
ing our march back to Macon. I am very sure that not 
any gentleman's garment that could be described as a 
waterproof cloak was found or seen In the possession 
of Davis at his capture, or while on the march to Ma- 
con.

Faith-born Virtues. 


This unsuspecting faith is the parent of many shining 
graces of character. The Turkish peasant is industrious, 
frugal and contented. It is the will of Allah that he 
should work hard to wring a living from the parsimoni- 
ous soil, but his reward is certain. It has been sug- 
gested by one who knows the agricultural classes well 
that it is this certainty which gives the laboring Turk 
his air of placidness and his sense of conscious superior- 
ity. He does not think himself a better man than: his 
Christian neighbor: he knows it. And yet he is humble 
in the very grain. 

The Prophet demanded cleanliness. Every religious 
observance is preceded by ablution, where that is possi- 
ble, just as the obeisances are really gymnastic exercises, 
designed to keep the body fit. A Turk's house is always 
clean, in contrast to the houses of Greeks and Armeni- 
ans of his own wealth. His kitchen would satisfy a 
Dutchwoman; his camp kettles are never left unpolished. 

Sobriety is the rule and not the exception in the 
country districts. Even in the towns the majority of 
Turks use stimulants sparingly. Fidelity, patience, 
obedience, discipline, are native to the Turkish charac- 
ter, and that is why the Osmanli armies have always 
een terrible and often irresistible.

AN ISLAND IN THE SoUTH ATLANTIC TuUAT Is 
RARELY VISITED. 


[Pall Mall Gazette:] A visit to Tristan d'Acunha is 
an event that comes within the experience of few. 
Not many seafaring men have ever seen the island, for, 
lying as it does midway between Cape Horn and the Cape 
of Good Hope, in the very center of the South Atlantic 
Ocean, it is out of the track of vessels. Moreover, a thick 
atmosphere usually invests it, and vessels are more than 
likely to pass it unperceived. It is now some years since 
I visited it, but the impression it made upon me is one 
of the mast vivid recollections of my life. We had been 
six weeks at sea, without a sight of land, and were many 
miles out of our course, when at daybreak, some forty 
miles ahead, we saw the dark cone of the island resting 
like a cloud upon the horizon, with its white peak sulf- 
fused with gold caught from the morning sun, Drawing 
nearer, its detail grew clearer, and we observed that the 
mountain, nearly eight thousand feet in height, stood 
upon a table-land, itself rising to a thousand feet. It 
was a fine spectacle. 

Some hours elapsed before we hove to off shore, and it

two whaleboats. A tremendous swell was beating up 
from the southwest, and the small craft seemed ever and 
anon lost in the trough of the sea. The men had hardly 
cared to come out in such weather, they told us, but they 
had seen no ship for six months, and were greatly in 
want of stores. They were a well set-up body of men, 
some twenty in all, and dressed, the greater number, 


in blue dungaree and home-made shoes of untanned skin. 
Their Governor, Joseph Beetham, a Yorkshireman, was 


of the type of the “grand old man.” He had spent more 
than half of his life on the island, and had no mind to 
leave it. The boats brought us samples of the most ac- 
ceptable things the place produced, a quantity of blue- 
fish, some wild pigs and merino sheep—very diminutive, 
and fed chiefly on grass and fish—wild geese, crayfish 
and potatoes. We gave them in exchange flour, split 
peas and oaimeal, biscuits, coeoa, coffee and spirits.

The one thing they would 
not take was money. They had no use for it; but a 
cake of scented soap or a packet of tobacco excited the 
keenest competition. One of them hoped to find a wife

CURIOUS KINDS OF CARS. 


Tue Rvusstan Barn CAR AND OTHER ODD 
THINGS ON WHEELS. 


_[Pearson’s Weekly:] The Russian railway known as 
the Kursk-Charkov-Sebastopol line has become famous 
for something else besides its name. It is the first rail- 
way to build a traveling bathing place. 

Up-to-date sleeping cars have, of course, their bath- 
rooms, but this Russian line has built a most elaborate 
traveling bath for the use of its workmen and their 
families. The bath car contains all possible requisites 
for comfortable bathing, including a tank big enough 
for a comfortable plunge. At stated intervals the bath- 
ing car arrives at certain places, and remains there a 
number of hours, during which time all the employés 
and their families are compelled to take a weekly wash. 

Russia has other curious samples of wheeled @ehicles 
on her lines. The new trains on the Trans-Siberian 
Railway are provided with a smal! gymnasium. In this 
is a stationary bicycle, with an arrangement for regis- 
tering the distance done, and the time taken by the 
cyclist. 

Even more out of the ordinary is the laboratory at- 
tached to the second-class car. The special object of 
this innovation is for the benefit of amateur photogra- 
phers, who may here change their plates and develop 
their photographs while traveling at thirty miles an 
hour through the tundras and pine forests of Central 
Siberia. This train has also a barber's shop, where the 
passenger may be shaved free of charge, a buffet, where 
hot and cold drinks are to be purchased, and an ob- 
servation car fitted with plate-glass sides for the pur- 
pose of viewing the surrounding scenery. 

The latest order of the Russian government in the 
way of railway carriages is for some traveling fort- 
resses for use on Manchurian line. The commis- 
sion, which bas n entrusted to the Puteloo factory, 
is for twenty carriages, the sides of which shall consist 
of double plates of metal, the outer being three-quarters 
of an inch thick, and between them a thick layer of com- 
pressed cork. : 

Milan is arranging a big railway exhibition for 1905, 
at which will be on view a very curious railway car- 
riage built for Pope Pius IX, in 1868, when the line 
from Rome to Naples was first opened. It contains 
three compartments—a sleeping-room for the Pope, a 
room for his guards, and a throneroom. The latter is 
built with a lofty arched roof, beautifully painted and 
decorated. The throne is in the center, and is so ar- 
ranged that the Pepe, when seated on it, can be seen 
from outside, so that His Holiness can give his bless- 
ing when stopping at the different stations. 

Beigium is proud of her traveling hospital, which is 
not only available in case of serious railway accidents, 
but has been found invaluable for conveying invalids 
from inland places to seaside resorts. 

The interior has a large central compartment, with 
twenty-four beds, and two smaller rooms, one at each 
end. Opposite each bed are two small windows, and a 
movable table can be dropped across each cot. Part of 
the main room can be curtained off to provide an oper- 
ating theater. In connection with this ingenious hos- 
pital on wheels is another small car fitted up as a 
chapel, and complete in every detail. 

This hospital car has already been instrumental in 
saving lives which would in all probability have been 
lost had the sufferers been removed in ordinary car- 
riages to bospitals at a distance. A doctor and a nurse 
are permanently retained for service. 

There is as much difference between the ordinary 
horse box and the palace horse car as there is between 
a third smoker and a Pullman. Race horses worth many 
thousands require careful handling on the long journeys 
necessary on the American continent, and their owners 
do not mind what they pay if they can secure the neces- 
gary accommodation. 

Outside, the new palace horse cars look like the or- 
dinary large covered freight cars, and they are provided 
with the same springs and couplings used on passenger 
trains. Inside are four large and roomy stalls, fitted in 
every detail like those of a first-class private stable. Ven- 
tilation is perfect, and the cars are electrically lighted. 
At each end of the car is a smal! room for the grooms 
in charge. | 

Perhaps the most absolutely unique use to which a 
railway was ever put was seen on the Queensland gov- 
ernment line during the recent drought. The River Dee 
ran dry, and, as the Mount Morgan Geld Mining Com- 
pany is dependent on the stream to run its mills, it 
was arranged to put on a service of water trains to fill 
it. Twelve such trains of great tank cars on wheels 
were run daily from Hanwell! to Rockhampton, where 
they discharged their load of 18,000 gallons each from a 
bridge into the dry riyer bed. 

Conservatories on wheels are the latest invention of 
the Pennsylvania Raliway. The company has erected 
immense glass houses at Elizabeth, N. J., covering 
twenty acres of ground, where tropical flowers are 
grown for the decoration of special trains, parlor cars, 
and for sale. To carry these during the winter months, 
specially heated glass covered cars have been constructed, 
and during the bitterest blizzards palms and orchids 
travel safely through hundreds of miles of snow and ice.

teresting facts with regard to clouds which were pre- 


viously unknown. For instance, it was shown that 
there are three principal layers of clouds The first lie 
at 2000 feet to 6000 feet overhead. Then there is a 
break, and the next layer appears at from 12,000 feet to 
15,000 feet. The highest clouds these are almost invar- 
iably what we usually term fine-weather clouds—fioat at 
an altitude of from 20,000 feet to 27,000 feet. It is only 
very exceptionally that water vapor rises above this 
height. These highest of all clouds usually appear to 
be almost stationary, but this is because they are so 
far away that their apparent motion is less than that 
of clouds belonging to the lower layers. 

Cirrus clouds, seen in small threads and wisps after 
severe weather, are prophets of fine days; but, on the 
other hand, when they begin to form in parallel bands 
across the sky after a long spell of warmth and drouth, 
then they presage rain, or, in winter, wind and snow. 


The lower layer of cloud is mainly made up of two 
forms, known as cumulus cloud and stratus. The former 
is often called by country folk cotton cloud. It consists 
of rounded heaps of cloud, usually white or pale- 
colored, and very bright. They lie in masses on a hori- 
zontal base, and their tops often bear a wonderful re- 
semblance, especially in hot weather, to ranges of snow- 
capped mountains. 


|The Origin of Thunder Clouds. 


It is quite possible to watch cumulus clouds form. 
They will be scen just afier sunrise on a bright morning 
in the form of mere specks of vapor in the clear sky. 
These gradually enlarge, and by afternoon may al- 
most cover the sky. Usually they disappear about sun- 
set. If they do not, but, on the other hand, increase and 
darken, rain is practically certain. The size of some 
of the larger cumuli when thunder threatens, and they 
assume the form known as thunder clouds, is simply 
amazing. Such a cloud may be 20,000 feet from bottom 
to top, and actually snow-capped like a _ veritable ice 
mountain. 

If a balloon was sent up thrqugh such a cloud it would 
travel through three @eparate layers, the first being a 
mixture of dry air and vapor; the second, dry air, vapor 
and water; the third, freezing vapor, water, and ict 
particles. At the very summit there would be no water 
at all in any form—only ice; for by means of kites the 
temperature at the top of one such cloud was ascer- 

tained to be 75 decrees below zero, a cold almost unpar- 

alleled even in the far Arctic regions of the earth's sur- 
face. 

Those wide, horizontal sheets of dun-colored cloud so 
common, especially towards night, in unsettled weather 
are known as stratus, or layer cloud. It rarely rises 
above 4000 feet, and is usually formed by the fatten- 
| ing-out of the wool-pack or cumulus clouds already 
mentioned. Often, after hiding the sky for part or all 
of the night, it will rise and disappear at sunrise. If it 
does not, it usually turns to rain cloud. 


The black rain cloud, best seen below the cumulus 
when a thunderstorm is rolling up, is really a mixture 
of all the three different forms of cloud already men- 

tioned, and weather experts call it cumulo-cirro-stratus. 
It is the densest of all forms of cloud. 


What the “Doldrums” is, 


A little north of the equator a gigantic belt of nim- 
bus, nearly 300 miles wide, surrounds the whole earth. 
and from it fall continuous downpours of rain. In this 
belt, which is known to sailors as the Doldrums, a per- 
petual calm reigns, broken only by occasional hurri- 
‘canes. The belt can be plainly traced across equatorial 
Africa and across the American isthmus. It is caused 
by the trade winds, and does not remain steady, but os- 
| ciliates during the year over a distance about three 
times its own breadth. 

Clouds are, of course, formed entirely by moisture ris- 
ing from the land or sea. They owe their shape, color, 
and distribution to variations in temperature and wind. 
The warmer the air the less likely are clouds to be vis- 
ible, for warm air can carry immensely more moisture 
in an invisible form than cool alr is able to. A stream 
of cool air rushing into a pool of warm at once makes 
clouds appear. It does not bring them from a distance, 
but forms them on the spot. 

Clouds are the surest of all weather prophets, and 
especially should they be watched dt sunrise and sun- 
set. If small clouds lie like a shoal of fish around a 
red-setting sun, look out for wind. A straight, hard 
bar of cloud over the setting sun usually means a west- 
erly gale. Rough and heavy clouds of broken shapes 
lying over the west in the evening imply stormy wea- 
ther; while leaden, dead-looking clouds at sunset are 
prophets of rain without wind. 

When the sun sets clear, but with wispy curls of thin 
cirrus floating around it, fog or rain are indicated. Gen- 
erally speaking, light, delicate clouds of ill-defined form 
Imply fine weather; but gaudy colors, and hard, sharp 
shapes strongly out!ined, prophesy rain. Much can be 
told as to the time to elapse before the coming change 
by the height and distance of the clouds, and the fap- 
idity with which they alter their forms.

THE {APANESE GARDEN. _. 


ORIENTAL LANDSCAPE ART—BAMBOO 
FOR BUILDING PURPOSES. 
by Belle Sumner Auger. 


The Japanese Garden. 
JAPANESE garden is least of all a flower arden. 


A* be sure, the Jupanese are arient admirers of 
ali that is beaut'ful in the oral worid, avd some of 
tue most wondertul bloss ms we have in our Occidental 


their origin, but the garden is a creation of .mankin«, 
and the European or American must adjust himself to 
the point of view, in order to fully appreciate the Japa- 
nese idea of a garden, so completely are our traditions 
reversed. A prominent writer and authority on and- 
scape gardening has offered the following suggestions a; 
a guide to the Anglo-Saxon mind in studying the scenic 
construction of the Japanese garden. 

In the first place, the aim is to rer en miniature 
copy of some landscape the artist Wissing to convey an 
impression in much the same way as does a painter who 
depicts on canvas a reduced copy of the scenery of « 
country. Son are a favorite material with the Japa- 
nese landscape ider, and each of these has a technica. 
value that only Japanese training and Japanese rad 
tien can fully justify. Many of these traditiona! ar- 
rangements are of a religious character. The technica! 
composition of Japanese gardens is divided into two 
classes, the flat and the hill, and these are subject to 
various modifications. The southern exposure is uni- 
formly chosen for the garden by the Japanese, and a suz- 
gestion of water as of streams or lakes, is an invariabie 
accompaniment. Trees and plants alike are often 
dwarfed in a style that is not pleasing to the eye of the 
western artist. It must be stated that there can scarcely 
be more extreme formalism evinced in the mode of any 
country than in that of Japan. 

In 1893 a Japanese exhibit was made at the Midwinter 
fair in San Francisco, whose attractiveness was so ap- 
parent that it was made a permanent feature of Golden 
Gate Park, and has been further developed by the Park 
Commissioners, who are keen to“ appreciate what the 
public likes. 

This was presumably the first, as it is still the most 
important, example of the Japanese in landscape art in 
this State. The tract selected for the garden had a scat- 
tering growth of pine trees, which were permitted to re- 
main, and whose appearance has been gfeatly modified 
vy the treatment given them by the gardener in charge 
This gardene: is a Japanese, as are the family who reside 
in the gardens, and act as caretakers and entertainers 
for the people who visit the place. At the entrance one 
might aimoast believe himself to be in a foreign country. 
so cleverly has a bit of Japan been incorporated in the 
gateway and the tea houses near by. 

The most notable feature in Japanese gardening to the 
cursory glance is the dwarfing of the trees, especially of 
the pine trees. Standing about in pots, that are in 
themselves works of art, are tiny trees perhaps not ‘sore 
than a foot high and yet said to be in some instances | wo 
and three hundred years old, and to the western-trained 
eye just about as ugly and senile looking as they could 
well be! 

On the contrary nothing -could be more fresh and 
lovely, and altogether springlike and young, than the 
many bamboos and reed-like growths that are freely used 
in the San Francisco garden. This garden covers about 
an acre in extent, and is so carefully arranged in all its 
details.that the visitor is immediately impressed with 
the motif. Of course one cannot but see that western 
feeling has made an impression on the gardener, but on 
the whole, Japan is well represented at Golden Gate 
Park.

An Unknown Inventor. 


THE HisTory OF THE First STEEL 


ELLIPTIC SPRING. 
By a Special Contributor. 
§ I sit here in my silent room, my retrospective 
thoughts go back over a period of seventy years, 
and take in the events which | knew in 1833. 

1 em once more on my father’s farm. :a western New 
York. His name was John Hadley: he lived thirty miles 
east of Buffalo, in a quiet valley, known in that vicinity 
as Madley's Hollow; he bad lived there with his family 
since 1828. Whiie ostensibly a farmer, he was also a 
mechanic of bright genius, and hence always had for his 
gre a blacksmith shop on his farm. This he did in or- 
der that he might be employed in rainy weather, while 
pot able to work on the farm. | 

As the country was new, the forests only partia!!y 
cleared, and money scarce, he had need of some addi- 
tional income to support the family, besides the farm. 
Hence, he would busy himself, with one son to “blow and 
strike,” in making cast steel pitchforks, to be sold at 
the country store, at the center of Bennington, the town 
de lived in, in Genesee county, New York. 

He knew a secret way to temper steel, which was not 
known to blacksmiths generally. Many a me I have 


- feard him state how he and his father, both living at the 


time in Chenango county, New York, made swords for 
officers during the war of 1812, rivaling the famous Da- 
mascus b'iade. This was on account of their knowledge 
of the secret of tempering cast steel. He said they could 
bend one of these swords, so the point would reach the 
hilt, and it would not break. On being released, it 
would resume its normal condition, uninjured. This se- 
cret in tempering his pitchforks enabled him to take the 
lead in marketing them with Albert Hayden, our coun- 


try merchant, at Bepnington Center. 


When I was thirteen he made me a small sledge ham- 
mer, so I cotid “strike,” as well as “blow the bellows.” 
Many rainy days I helped him make pitchforks by “blow- 
ing the bellows and striking,” to draw down the tines of 
the fork to a proper size. When he had a dozen, prop- 
erly placed in handles, he took them over to the center 
of Bennington, and left them with Albert Hayden to be 
gold. In order to illustrate to Hayden their superiority 
over the common hay fork, he put one on the floor, with 
the curve of the tines up, then stepped onto the tines 
with his entire weight and danced up and down, then 
stepped off, and the tines went back to their proper con- 
dition, without remaining bent in the slightest degree. 
Ordinary forks treated that way, would either remain 
bent or break. 

Now, after Hayden had been acquainted with father for 
several years, occürred an event in father’s life which 
immortalized it, inasmuch as it furnished the world with 
an instrument ministering to its great convenience and 


As my mind goes back over the seVenty mile posts 
which have intervened since 1833, I am again on 
the old farm there in Bennington, with father ani 
mother and the rest of the family surrounding the din- 
ing table at dinner. Suddenly Albert Hayden enters, and 
the following dialogue takes place. 

(It should be stated that father’s acquainjances called 
him Uncle John.“) 

Hayden: Uncle John, I am going to take a trip to 
Cincinnati, Ohio, with my wife and mother, for their 
health. I want you to put a couple of steel springs under 
the box of my light lumber wagon, so they will not be 
jolted as they would be if the box rested on the axles. 

Hadley: I can't make any spring out of steel that 


_ would hold up the box. 


Hayden: See here, Uncle John, I want it distinctly 
Snderstood that a blacksmith who can temper the tines 


t a steel pitchfork eo that you can lay that fork on 


the floor, then get on to it, and dance up and down, with- 
out bending or breaking it, can temper a piece of steel, 
a little larger, so that one over each axle under my 
wagon box will spring up and down without breaking, 
or staying bent permanently. I have brought two pieces 
of steel to make them. 

Hadley: Well, you go out to the shop, and as soon 
as I finish my dinner, I will go out and look at your 


wagon. 

He had a habit of smoking one clay pipe of Virginia 
Cavendish tobacco, after each meal. Soon I saw him 
walking between the house and the blacksmith shop, 
smoking his clay pipe, his hands behind him, in deep 
study. Out through the shop he walked, and brought up 
behind Hayden's wagon. He spoke to no one, and no 
one spoke to him. He broke over his rule of only one 
pipe, and soon was smoking his third pipeful. Presently 


de spoke, and said: 


“Dan, blow up the fire, and I will soon have the springs 
made.” 

Hayden insisted on going home and coming back the 
next day for his wagon, although father said he would 
have the springs ready in an hour. Soon father had 
the flat, cast-steel bars bent to a proper angle; cue slots 
in each end to fit each side the stakes, made holes near 
the center of the springs for bolts, put pieces of hard- 
ened steel each side the stakes for the ends of the springs 
to play back and forth on; tempered the springs, and 
bolted them to the box. 

Then he got into the box, danced up and down, and 
neither spring broke nor remained bent. Right there 
the steel elliptic spring became a part of all carriages, 
and has remained so from that day to this. From the 
dawn of history, no intellect had ever formulated such a 
Spring, until my father’s mind gave it an existence. 

Hayden made bis trip to Cincinnati, and after return- 
ing reported that the springs held good till he got

‘Death’s Forewarnings. 


PHENOMENA THAT HAVE PRrE- 
CEDED THE GRIM MONSTER.

T is not ancient families of distinction alone that 

have their banshees or death warnings, though the 

Spectral woman beheld in Ireland by Lady Fanshawe, 
with her shrieks and flying hair, is the most popular 
and picturesque, and, linguistically considered, the only 
genuine banshee. Other warnings are inexplicable 
knockings, as in the case of the Woodd family, in which 
the phenomena are recorded from about 1660 to the pres- 
ent day. The dates and evidence are given in Mr. 
Myers’s “Human Personality.” Alexandre Dumas chron- 
icles the same death warning, a heavy knock at the door 
of his room, in a house at some distance from that in 
which his Porthos-like father expired, but Dumas does 
not say that the phenomenon was, so to speak, heredi- 
tary. The White Bird of the Oxenhams is first men- 
tioned by Howells, in “Literae Ho Ellanae, about 1635, 
and appearances are recorded down to 1870. In the writ- 
er's own family, a curious creature, “like a cat, but nota 
cat,” has been on duty for some seventy years at least, 
but has no tradition attached to it, and has only been 
seen by women of the kin, and only before the deaths 
of women. I first heard of it when, as a boy, I saw a 
black and tan cat, not a common sort of cat, which the 
terriers, for once, declined to chevy. My description led 
to an account of the family portent, but I believed that 
mine was a common cat, and did not believe in the death 
coincidence which was detected. The dates did not ap- 
pear to fit, when closely considered. On a recent occa- 
sion the animal was seen in the house of a member of 


fhe family, by a person unconnected with it, and got its 
coincident death, the seer never having heard of the 
traditional appearance. Those who have seen it speak | 
of it with a singular horror. Though the evidence is | 
good, copious, and of long standing, I am entirely skep- | 
tical as to our banshee, though inclined to think that 
other people have genuine banshees. I am unable to 
account for or defend this illogical position, as one 
would naturally believe most in one’s own banshee. j 
A curious species of death warning is that in a story, 
perfectly well attested, of a table by a death bed which 
suddenly gave a jump. The clergyman who was pray- 
ing alone beside the dying man, saw this feat, and the 
people in the room below heard the noise and asked 
what had caused it. The names of the observers are 
published. I now give another set of specimens of this 


nesses. On October 16, 1879, my informant, Father 
Jones, was a boy of ten. He was sitting at a table, 
drawing, in view of his mother, who sat by a window 
at work. Both commanded a view of the chimney 
piece, on which stood a large heavy earthenware bowl.

Both persons fronted the fireplace. Suddenly the atten- 
tion of both was attracted by the odd behavior of the 
earthen bowl on the chimney piece. It slowly worked 
its way along the surface of that shelf to the extremity, 
whence it floated downwards, rather than fell, to the 
stone flooring of the hearth, dropping so gently that it 
was not broken. After a perceptible interval the lid of 
the work table suddenly rose up and fell. Mrs. Jones 
was aware that similar incidents attended the deaths of 
the Ainslies, her relations, and she and her boy knelt in 
prayer for the departing or departed spirit. Father 
Jones, who gave the story orally, and sent the corrobo- 
ration by letter, adds that the death of Mrs. Ainslie, at 
a town some twelve miles distant (the names of the 
places are unimportant,) was simultaneous with the phe- 
nomena. But at this distance of time it would probably 
be difficult to obtain exact details of hour and minute, 
and the memory is apt to exaggerate the closeness of 
coincidence. Mr. Brown, a near relation of Father Jones, 
was absent from the house at the time of the events, but 
corroborates to the extent that he was informed ot them 
on his return home in the afternoon. He was then about 
sixteen years of age. 

Father Jones adds that on July 15, 1857, his grand- 
mother and mother were in a room with a stove. The 
lid of the stove erected itself, as the lid of the work table 
did later. The next post brought news of the death of 
the grandmother's brother, which must have preceded 
by perhaps twenty-four hours the unusual behavior of | 
the stove. The elder lady -regarded the occurrence | 
merely as a curious coinCidence, but does not seem to 
have had a theory of the cause of the lifting of the stove 
lid. In May, 1893, a china cup behaved like the earth- 
enware bowl, in the presence of Mrs. Jones and Miss 
Jones, her daughter. The death of a third member of 
the same family was “simultaneous,” which we may 
probably take, provisionally, as meaning closely coinci- 
dent. Supposing, for the sake of argument, that a “tele- 
pathic impact” from a human mind caused the agitations 
of the bowl, cup, and table. Father Jones suggests that 
the earliest case (1857,) where the death was certainly 
prior to the phenomenon, may have been produced by 
the mind, or brain, of some member of the family who 
already was aware of the decease, perhaps the writer of 
the letter announcing it. 

If it is admitted that one mind, from a distance, may

This would not be at all more odd than 
that the thought of a distant person, who is traveling 
to a house, should cause a knock on the door, a thing 
entirely believed in by many Highlanders and in Scandi- 
navian countries. The movements of untouched objects 
in the presence of D. D. Home and Eusapia Paladino and 
others are copiously attested even by witnesses of sci- 
entific eminence at home and abroad. But Eusapia has 
been caught in the act of cheating, and if Home was 
never actually caught he was very much suspected. 
We have nothing like sufficient evidence of a good char- 
acter that such events ever occur in connection with 
“mediums,” though we have volumes of evidence which 
is not good.

the most trustworthy of deponents. I end with a really 
original and grewsome death warning.

SWISS GUARDS MUST GO. 
With the energy that he has displayed throughout 


| his ecclesiastical career, the Pope has begun some im- 


portant reforms, especially in the administration of Vat- 
ican finances, which promise greatly to reduce the ex- 
penses of the Holy See. 


The first inkling the employés of the Vatican hed of 
the spirit of economy animating Pius X was in the 


‘suppression or reduction of the fees usually granted 


to them after the election of a new Pope. Only the 
several military guards, of all the servants of the Vat- 
jean, received their distribution of money, and only in 
proportion from the usages estab- 
The Noble Guards, as well as the 


Swiss and the gendarmes, received only two-thirds of 


what they expected, and there was much grumbling in 


consequence. 
The climax was reached when the Pope expressed his 
intention of doing away entirely with the Swiss Guards 
in the near future, not only because of his dislike for 
ornamental display, but especially for reasons of econ- 
omy. If his intentions on this point are carried out, the 
Vatican will see the disappearance of one of its most 
picturesque attractions, the uniforms especially designed 


by Raphael, at the command of Julius Il, who established 
the guards in the Vatican in imitation of the hundred 


Swiss bodyguard of the kings of France.

When There Were Buffaloes. 
HE recent death of Gen. Alexander McDowell McCook, 


the last of the fighting McCooks” to leave the United 


States Army, recalls a story of his first year as a soldier. 
which he told to a Sun reporter seven years ago. when 
he retired from the army. Gen. McCook, then a second 
lieutenant, left West Point in 1852, and was almost 
immediately sent to join an expedition that was going 
from St. Louis by way of Fort Leavenworth, in Kansas. 
to establish a series of posts in New Mexico. The 
party consisted of twenty-three commissioned officers, 
thirteen women, 500 enlisted men, and 200 horses for the 
dragoons, as they were then called, at the forts. 

The first obstacle that the troops ran into were herds 
of buffaloes. These were the days when there were 
really buffaloes. The party first met the herds at Council 
Grove. “Biffaloes,” said Gen. McCook, “were in sight 
as far as the eye could reach, steadily and almost resist- 
lessly moving northward from their winter feeding 
grounds in Texas, seeking the fresh, succulent grasses of 
early spring. 

“These vast herds of buffaloes greatly impeded the 
progress of the command. At times we were compelled 
to halt the main command and send forward an advance 
guard to open a way through the herds. We had to 
picket our camping places to prevent the stampeding 
of our horses and mules, and every morning an advance 
guard started out half an hour ahead of the main com- 
mand to break a way through the buffalo droves. 

“We were more or less annoyed by these animals un- 
til we crossed the Arkansas. It was no trick at all to 
ride among them and spear a buffalo cow or bul! with 
our bayonets. We lived royally on buffalo meat during 
all of June.”—[New York Sun.

ANIMAL STORIES. 


Whales Dive Deep. 


— 


OTH whalers and naturalists have usually held that 
B when whales “sound” they descend to great depths. 

One writer on the subject estimates that the larger 
members of the group dive fully 1000 yards. In a memoir 
published in Belgium, Dr. Racovitza challenges this be- 
lief, and states that in his opinion 100 yards is the max- 
imum depth to which any whale can dive, and that many 
species cannot reach anything like that limit. Says 
the writer: 

“Why should whales want to go to such depths? All 
whales sound for the purpose of obtaining food, and in 
the profound darkness of 1000 yards what food could 
they get? Those species which feed on animaiculae 
might, perhaps, oben what they want. But how about 
the species which feeds on fishes and cuttles? At a depth 
of 1000 yards they certainly could not use their eyes to 
detect non-luminous species, and we have no evidence 
whatever that they feed on the self-luminous deep-sea 
fish and cuttles; if, indeed, there be any of the latter. 
On the contrary, the available evidence indicates that 
they feed on ordinary light-dwelling fishes and cuttles 
which live in much shallower zones. But this is not all. It 
is known that a pressure of more than three atmospheres 
proves fatal to human life, and, although we may believe 
that whales can stand treble this pressure, or nine at- 
mospheres, which occur at about ninety yards’ depth, is 
it conceivable that they could resist the effect of ten 
times the latter pressure, or ninety atmospheres’? More- 
over, does it scem possible that a whale, whose body is 
only slightly heavier than water at ordinary pressure, 
could exert the muscular force necessary to propel that 
body to a depth of 1000 yards?” | 

Dr. Racovitza contends further that whales never sleep. 
One of his arguments is that individuals will follow a 
ship for days, which they could not well do while 
asleep.—[New York Press.

Another New Industry. 

NOTHER new and unique industry for this section 

has been inaugurated, the D. V. Manufacturing 

Company, whose factory is at No. 533 Mateo street, 
having shipped its first carload of piano sounding boards 
to the Hast a couple of weeks ago. This enterprise car- 
ries in it the germs of what may be developed into a 
very important industry for Southern California. 

The spruce and fir which grow on the mountains of 
the Pacific Coast are entirely different in character and 
color from the spruce found in the Adirondack and Ver- 
mont mountains. In the first place, it is a harder 
wood, and is of a more uniform character, because the 
climate on the Pacific Coast permits the tree to grow 
gieadily and uninterrupted by the sudden changes of 
temperature which exist in the Atlantic Coast States. 

The trees are all of an immense size, from four to 
six feet in diameter, showing that they have attained 
a full age. It is because of this ripeness that the spruce 
and fir of the Pacific Coast are so much better adapted for 
producing tone than the soft, unmatured lumber of the 
Eastern States. This is still more intensified by the 
peculiar influence of the air and sunshine upon the 
wood during the ing process. The sun and dry at- 
mosphere of Southern California crystallize the sap in 
the wood, instead of evaporating it, as is done by the 

of kiln drying, necessary in the humid atmos- 
phere of the Atlantic Coast States, and the Middle Weat. 
Consequently the celis are filled with this crystallized 
gap, permitting the tone waves to travel uninterruptedly 
on the sounding boards of pianos, etc. 

It is worthy of note that wood seasoned in California 

changes its color during the seasoning process. While 
the color is almost perfectly white when the boards 
leave the saw, it changes to a reddish tint. 
An this seems to substantiate the claim made that 
our wood is identical in every way to the wood used by 
the Italian masters who made the celebrated violins, 
especially when we consider that the ciimatic conditions 
of Southern California are nearly the same as those of 
north Italy. | 

The lumber used in manufacturing sounding boards 
in the East seldom runs more than thirteen feet in 
length and a foot in width, while here boards have been 
worked up that were forty feet in length and four feet 
wide. The difference in tone of the boards may be 
clearly recognized, even by a person who Knows nothing 
about music, when they are held near the ear and struck. 

By means of machinery that was invented by Alfred 
Dolge years ago, it is now possible for one man to turn 
out as many as fifty sounding boards in a day, whereas 
halfa dozen was formerly considered a good day’s work. 

It is believed ‘that, owing to the advantages above 
described, California should soon be able to monopolize 
the sounding-board industry of the United States, and 
t export large quantities to Europe. Also, it may be 


_ possible that in course of time the manufacture of fine 


violins may be introduced as one of our State industries.

Grape Acid. 

HE American Grape Acid Association has issued a 

pamphiet offering $25,000 for the best formula and 
the right to use the same, by which grapes containing 
over 20 per cent. saccharine, and valued at $10 per ton, 
can be turned into tartaric acid, at a price which will 
permit exportations without loss. Here are some ex- 
tracta from the pamphlet: 

“The United States is a very large importer of grape 
acid. (Lees and argols are materials for tartaric acid 
and cream of tartar.) While California is a very large 
producer of grapes, a surplus of grapes means a quantity 
of raisins and wine demoralizing to the American 
market. 

“The solving of the problem how to produce grape 
acid from grapes, presumably means intelligent perse- 
verance, hard, persistent study, and experiment, by a 
number of especially equipped chemists. We believe 
the importance of the undertaking wil! justify an effort 
by the chemist whose time is most valuable, and while 
we desire that this presentation of the subject shall 
come into the hands of the most eminent and brilliant 
chemists in the world, we are not unmindful of the fact 
that many great things have been accomplished by mea 
unknown and tnheralded. 

“When the wine was pressed from the grapes, the 
residue for many years was thrown away; in these lees 
or residue there is an acid which, when properly treated, 
makes tartaric acid, or cream of tartar. 

“There is a tremendous market for tartaric acid and 
cream of tartar in the United States. They are com- 
pounded with bicarbonate of soda, and made into baking 
powder. The combination produces carbonic-acid gas 
which makes the little air bubbles that make the dough 
tise. There is no better leavener for breadstuffs than 
grape acid, the true fruit acid, if combined with bicar- 
bonate of of soda. 

“American grape growers did not know how to treat 


— 


the residue, which is wasted. To help — husband 
their resources, improve their methods, produce at home 
what is now imported, build up and strengthen an in- 
dustry that is as yet just begun, is the object of the 
American Grape Acid Association.”

It was raised 
from a root sent from China to Sweden, and thence to 
this country. It much resembles the common nettle. 
Ramie is largely used in making the cheaper varieties 
f silk goods. When new it is difficult to detect the 
difference between it and silk, and it is even more 
glossy than silk. Underwear is made from ramie in 
Sweden and sold in this country, for which many ad- 
vantages are claimed. 

Several years azo quite a boom was worked up in 
ramie culture in California by a man named Slaught, 
who deluged the press with stories of great fortunes 
to be made in the cultivation and manufacture of the 
fiber. It all came to naught, however, as have other 
similar enterprises in other parts of the country, be- 
cause, in spite of many statements to the contrary, it 
has not yet been found possible to invent a machine that 
will successfully do the work of extracting the gummy 
substance from the fiber of the plant, which in the 
Orient is done by hand. It is, however, 
to believe that in this age of wonderful inventions some 
genius will not soon solve the problem. 

It is said that the ramie plante set out somewhere 
north of Los Angeles, at the time referred to, yielded 
a fiber that was too rough for making fine goods, but 
would be excellent for ropes, being stronger than hemp. 
Doubtless if the necessary machinery could be obtained, 
it would be easy to find some section where the climatic 
and soi] conditions would be such as to produce a fiber 
equal in fineness to the imported artfcle.

do not think we could have a more favorable 
report upon a sample of American-grown Egyptian 
cotton than this.’ 

“There is about a half-acre of this now growing at 
Calexico, and cotton men who have examined the patch 
say that it will produce at the rate of 500 pounds to th. 
acre, which would represent a value of over $100 as 
acre for the cotton, with the seed to be added. 

“While there is little occasion to encourage the exten- 
sion of acreage of ordinary cotton in this country, 
the long fiber cotton is always at a high premium. There 
is only a small area of South Carolina where Sea Island 
cotton is grown, and so great is the profit in the crop that 
it is practically impossible to buy any of the land. The 
government has made numerous experiments in many 
parts of the country with Egyptian, but never with 
success until this test was made in Imperial Valley. 
The government experts are so well pleased with the 
results here that they are keeping very close watch 
on developments in this valley, and will be here this 
month to study the plants now growing. 

“Cotton grown in the old Southern States produces 
about a half bale per acre, except in rare cases where irri- 
gated, when the yield is doubled. Here it will only be 
grown with irrigation. The common cotton sells for less 
than a third the price of the Egyptian. The conse- 
quence is that the monetary returns here give promise 
of running six times as great per acre as in the old 
Southern States. The one problem here in growing 
cotton is securing labor, but cotton growers who have 
visited the valley have suggested that the Indians and 
Mexicans can be made to solve this problem. Many 
Mexicans are employed in Texas cotton fields, and the 
Yuma and Cocopah men; women and children could be 
taught to pick cotton with little difficulty. 

“Conservative estimates made by men experienced in 
cotton business are that Egyptian cotton valued at from 
20 cents upward per pound, and producing a 500-pound 
bale per acre, with the value of the seed added, will 
give profits above all costs of production of fully $75 an 
acre a year, while making it possible to grow a crop 
of grain between cotton harvest and cotton planting og 
the same ground.”

A Visit to a Shot Tower. 


How Mouren LEAD is CONVERTED 
INTO AMMUNITION. 


By a Special Contributor. 

OWN in Tar Flats, on the made land that skirts 

San Francisco Bay, rises, grim, tall and forbidding, 

the shot tower, one of the ten such buildings in the 
United States. Whether Tar Flats received its name 
because of the many joliy jack tars who frequent it, or 
because of the odor and smoke that attend all manufac- 
turing districts in a city, I never happened to hear, but 
it is certainly well named, and no more unattractive 
piace could be imagined. Buildings, pavement, sky and 
air are all in dirty, faded gray, presenting a most for- 
bidding monochrome to the eye of the visitor, but one not 
inappropriate as the setting for the shot-making industry. 
This somber tower, straight and tall, is by no means 
easy of access, and no one is allowed to visit it without 
permission of the superintendent, who usually requires 
a letter of introduction from some well-known person. 


It is 200 feet from the apex of the tower to the well at 


the bottom, and it requires much tedious climbing up 
seemingly interminable stairways to reach the top, where 
swings the great lead kettle, with its buobling, seething 
mass of molten lead. 

The process of converting lead into shot is much the 
same as that by which rain is converted into the fruit- 
destroying hail which patters so merrily against the 
window panes. By dropping the liquid lead from a great 
height through s‘eves, which determine the size of the 
drops, it is allowed to cool on all sides at once, so that 
passing swiftly through the air, it gradually assumes the 


globular form, and is hard enough, by the time it reaches 


the cooling water at the bottom, to retain its shape. The 
plunge into the water cools it, and causes it to become 
quite hard. 

It is said that the method of shot making now in use 
was first discovered by a plumber named Watts, who 
resided in Bristol, Eng., in 1782. He dreamed one night 
that he was exposed to a fierce shower of rain, in 
which the “leaden” clouds rained lead instead of water, 
and that each drop of lead was perfectly round. The 
more he thought about the dream the greater curiosity 
he felt to try the experiment, so he forthwith ascended 
to the top of a church steeple, and poured k little melted 
lead into water below; his experiment proved succesa- 
ful, and jt is said he sold his invention for a large sum. 

Shot towers Vary in height from one hundred to two 
hundred and fifty feet, according to the size of the shot 
to be manufactured; the larger tb shot required the 
greater the height from which it must fall in order to 
cool quickly enough to strike the water without being 
flattened. 

Arsenic is usvally melted with the lead, as it renders 
it softer and more ductile, and aids in forming the round 
drops. The softer the lead, the less arsenic required. 
If the lead is hard, it requires arsenic in the ratio of 
ten parts in one thousand. After the lead and arsenic 


have been thoroughly melted and combined, 
the mixture is run into molds, from which 
it is taken in bars, which are then lifted to the 


top of the tower, where they are agein transformed to 
the liquid state by being melted in a huge black kettle, 
presided over by a leather-aproned, jolly-faced man, 
whose perspiring face and brawny arms are not much 
cooled by the invigorating breezes which blow briskly 
about the top of the high tower. Cream is the name by 
which the soft scum or crust that forms upon the top 
of the melting lead, like scum on jelly, is known, and 
this is used to spread lightly over the bottom of the 
colanders, or sieves, through which the lead drips. This 
prevents the lead passing too quickly through the holes, 
and gives it more time in which to become globular. The 
sieves are usually of sheet iron, and the holes of vary- 
ing sizes. For No. 0 shot, the holes are one-fiftieth of an 
inch in diameter; for No. 1, one fifty-eighth of an inch; 
and so on in regular gradations, till No. 9 is reached, 


the diameter of these holes being one three-hundred-and- | 


sixtieth of an inch. 

The lead passes through the sieves in fine silver 
threads, which collect in globules upon the bottom of 
the sieve. The well into which the shot fall is funnel 
A series of continuous belts upon which are 


where they come out of pipes onto an iron bed, which is 
heated by steam. As the shot dry, they roll into a bin 
and through tubes, or ducts, at the bottom of these bins 
onto inclined planes of smooth glass, upon which the im- 
perfect shot will not roll. The perfect shot roll over 
the glass plane to a receptacle in which they are cleaned 
and polished with pulverized plumbago, such as is put into 
the so-called “lead” pencils. When the shot go into the 
polishing barrel they are of a dull, silvery white, but 
when they come out they are darker and shining. They 
are polished by being whirled rapidly around, the con- 
tact one with another rubbing off the roughners and 
leaving them smooth and polished—like people after they 
have mingled much with their fellows in the world 
of experience. 

The imperfect pieces of lead, which may be oblong or 
only partially rounded, either stop or roll more slowly 
across the glass plane, and finally drop into boxes placed 
at the edge of the planes. By sifting from perforated 
boxes, or revolving them through a copper cylinder 
placed on an incline, with holes increasing in size toward 
the lower edge, the shot are assorted. Naturally the 
smaller ones drop through first, and so on til! the largest 
ones roll to the last holes, each size being received in its 
own box. 

The main part of the work is done on the lower floor 
of the buiding, and after being assorted as to size, the shot 
are carried through tubes ending in faucets. Over the 
mouth of each faucet is drawn a canvas bag, which 


closes automatically as the scales point to twenty-five |

what is called “pic” lead, and again transferred to the 
great kettle at the top—that great black cauldron which 
will hold 2000 pounds of molten lead. 

The name of pig lead originated from the way in 
which the melted lead is run into grooves. There is a 
long trough, from which radiate on either side a number 
of smaller troughs. As the melted lead is poured into the 
main trough, ft naturally spreads for a short distance 
down each of the side troughs. Some one, gifted with a 
vivid imagination, thought that he saw in this long 
stretch of lead with little branches at each side a re- 
semblance to an old sow giving maternal sustenance 
to her small pig family,.and remelted lead and iron have 
since been prefixed with the word “pig.” 

The smallest shot may be formed at a height of 100 
feet. The patent shot tower of Paul Beck was erected 
in 1807 on the Schuylkill. It was 170 feet high, and was 
complete in every way. At the time of its erection it 
Was supposed that this tower would be quite capable of 
supplying the entire demand of the United States for 
shot, but such proved not to be the case, and nine others 
have since been built. The highest shot tower in the 
world is at Villach, in Austria, and has an altitude of 
249 feet. The San Francisco tower is owned and con- 
ducted by the Selby smelting plant.

PLAYING BILLIARDS WITH MIRRORS. 

The way in which billiard playing is simplified by the 
device of a Munich professor has astounded those who 
have witnessed the test. The sides of an ordinary bil- 
liard table are provided with six mirrors, one or more 
of which can be turned down when a strokg is made, and 
the advantage rests in the fact that any image is re- 


flected at the same angle in which it falls on the mirror, 


just as the billiard ball rebounds from the cushion in 
the same angle as that of striking.

Sulphur Sprays. 

ITRUS fruit growers will be specially benefited by 
* the perusal of Bulletin No. 154, just ready in quan- 

tities for distribution. The pamphlet is devoted to 
the treatment of trees for red spider. It was written 
by W. H. Volck, who spent an entire season in South- 
ern California studying the life history of the red spider 
and devising means for its extermination. The treatise 
not only covers the field of the spider infesting citrus 
fruits, but it is equally lucid upon the other species that 
infest deciduous fruit trees. 

Railroad Estimates. 

HETHER the chief officials are to blame for the 

annual fall outgivings upon the citrus fruit crop, or 
the guesswork originates in less prominent circles, the 
practice of estimating the orange and lemon crop at 
enormous figures is reprehensible. The coming crop 
has been published at 35,000 carloads, and one estimate 
claiming to come from conservative sources places the 
output at 30,000. The same exaggeration occurred last 
season, apparently emanating from mere guesswork. 
There is probably an excessive crop upon the citrus 
fruit trees this season, but no one has the least idea as 
to the number of carloads that will actually be packed 


and shipped. Overestimates are not wholesome to the 
trade.

Large Shade Tree Fund. 


HE Highland Park Improvement Association has 

lately received its charter of incorporation from the 
Secretary of State, and about 250 shares of the capital 
stock of the association have been taken. This provides 
a fund of $2500 for the improvement of this suburb, and 
it will ve largely used in aligning the streets with uni- 
form shade trees and caring for them for a term of years. 
A board of eleven directors has been elected which will 
have charge of this money and improvements in which 
it is to be used. So far but little has been said as to 
the varieties of trees to be planted. The list proposed 
will no doubt embrace palms, black acacia, Sturculia 
diversifolia, California (wild) walnut, elm, Monterey 
pine, camphor, Grevellia robusta and several others from 
which the most available may be selected. Planting will 
begin as soon as the work can de inaugurated. 


Advice Not Given. 
HE TIMES is confronted every week with inquiries 
something like this: I expect to locate in Califor- 

nia the coming winter, and have about $3500 in cash to 

invest, preferably in ranch property. Do you advise the 
purchase of a fruit orchard with this money, and if so 
what kind of an orchard, and where? The Times does 
not give specific advice upon such problems as these. 

Should such advice be given and investment be fellowed 

by failure, which so often occurs where one attempts to 

do business for another, the victim would “stop the pa- 
per.” The Times is in too prosperous a condition to be 

“stopped” in this summary way. But the advice to come 

and see is freely given to the multitudes of well-heeled 

people who are looking toward California for a home. 

While the Agricultural Editor spends whole evenings 

answering queries to all parts of the country upon farm- 

ing conditions, land prices, crop prospects and climatic 
conditions, he must decline to give advice that might in- 
duce one to mistake in locating.

Farm Labor. | 


VERY other farmer has something to say about the 

high price and sometimes of the utter scarcity of farm 
help. The complaint was first heard in the spring, 
when the fruit-packing houses were compelled to pay 
almost prohibitive rates for labor necessary in doing 
the ordinary work about the housed. There is no labor 
trust operating in the farmers’ field in Southern Califor- 
nia, though such a boon is promised in the northern part 


of the State. It is a case of free labor locally, and hence | 


— — 


must be the result of natural causes. No one can ob- 
ject to this State logically, or begrudge the laborer his 
advanced wages. When the effort was made last spring 
to secure help from other States, no assistance was given 
to this movement by the farmers of the South, and the 
dearth of farm laborers is in part due to our people's 
neglect, in part to the extraordinary activities in rail- 
road and structural circles, and to the gradual advance- 
ment of wages all over the country. When a man can 
get $4 a day for carrying a hod he will not follow the 
cultivator or wash fruit for $25 a month. The fact re- 
mains, however, that the farmer cannot afford to raise 
the wages of his help from the old rates with his or- 
anges and walnuts a partial failure and prices so low. 
There is no permanent danger from free labor, for time 
will right all inequalities by natura] means.

Pepper Trees Redeemed.

pared as above described. Do not stir it in. The vinegar 
ferment grows only at the surface. In three days the 
cap should have spread entirely over the fermenting ci- 
der. Do not break this cap thereafter so long as the fer- 
mentation continues. If the temperature is right the fer- 
mentation should be complete in from four to six weeks. 
The vinegar should then be drawn off, strained through 
thick white flanne!, and corked or bunged tightly, and 
kept in a cool place until wanted for consumption. If 
the vinegar remains turbid after ten days, stir into a 
barrel one pint of a solution of one-half pound of isin- 
glass’ in one quart of water. As soon as settled, rack 
off, and store in tight vessels. Usually no fining of vin- 
egar is needed. No pure cider vinegar will keep long in 
vessels exposed to the air at a temperature above 60 de- 
grees F. ‘Vinegar eels’ are sometimes troublesome in 
vinegar barrels. To remove these, heat the vinegar 
sending hot, but do not boil. When cool, strain through 
clean flannel, and the ‘eels’ will be removed. 

“In making cider vinegar, the strength of the product 
or per cent. by weight of the acetic acid in it will be a 
little less than the per cent. by weight of the alcohol in 
the cider. A litUe of the alcohol remains unfermented, 
and serves to give the desired flavor or bouquet to the 
vinegar. 

“There is another, and even more rapid,*method of 
making cider vinegar. In this method the fermente ! 
cider, or ‘hard cider,’ is run through a box of beech- 

_ wood shavings wetted with old vinegar. By this method 
good vinegar may be made iv twenty-four hours. But 
the process as first described makes better vinegar, and 
is preferable for farm use. 


THE FARM. 
Advising the Farmers. - 


HIS is the time of year when distinguished ‘officials 

ke to give a bit of counsel to the farmers at the 
fairs. Talk of this kind is usually made along general 
lines, and is usually well received, provided the speaker 
is both sensidle and popular. 

Thus President Roosevelt at the New York State Fair, 
Monday, emphasized the nation’s present need of the 
more substantial manly qualities generally developed by 
country life. “It is not enough,” said the President, “to 
be well-meaning and kindly, but weak; neither is it 
enough to be strong, unless morality and decency go 
hand in hand with strength. We must possess the qual- 
ities which make us do our duty in our homes and 
among our neighbors, and in addition we must possess 
the qualities which are indispensable to the make-up of 
every great and masterful nation—the qualities of cour- 
age and hardihood, of individual initiative and yet power 
to combine for a common end, and, above all, the reso- 
lute determination to permit no man and no set of men 
fo sunder us one from the other by lines of caste or 
creed or section.” Surely, if these robust qualities are 
to come to the front, their source must be the farms, 
those reservoirs of vigor and strong, natural manhood. 

The advice of Secretary of the Treasury Shaw at the 

~Solumbus (0.) Fair was extended more into detail, with 
ly moderately successful results. “You grow a fat pig 
Or steer,” declared Secretary Shaw, “but the chances are 
that you cannot tell whether he cost you thrée or six 
cents a pound to produce. When these are marketed, 
every bit of waste ceases, every by-product is saved and 
it is known to the fraction of a cent what each has cost. 
Ai the risk of offending some, I am going to say that if 
I questioned the first ten farmers I met in adjoining 
States, nine wou.d tell me how productive their farms 
weed to be, how much butter they used ta make, and how 
much hay they used to produce. There is no excuse for 
land deteriorating, and as certain as day, economy must 
be practiced on the farm as it is in the factory, packing- 
house and refinery. The vy-products must be turned to 
profitable account.” Haphazaird farming of the kind 
suggested was the rule a generation-ago, and doubtless 
is far too common now in many parts of the country. 
But in some of the more progressive localities such 
ttatements greatly underrate prevailing systems of farm 
management. 

Institutes, farm literature and good examples have 
changed all that, and a good proportion of representa- 
tive farmers in these sections know rather closely just 
what they are doing and are able to figure out to the 
fraction of a cent the usual cost of their milk, butter, 
hay or fruit. Their farms, too, are by no means run- 


‘Bing behind in productivene:s. It is true, however, in 


@ general way, that the tendency to exactness of sys- 
tem and saving of the odds and ends must increase with 
the growth of competition and the lowering of the mar- 
gin of profit. The modern farmer needs a better busi- 
ness training than that which se-ved his father well 
enough, and his children will nee still better equipment 
to hold their own in the same occupation.—[American 
Cultivator.

When I first heard 
of it as an egg preservative, I asked several chemists 
in my nearest town for it, but not one had it; indeed, 
some Of them had to consult their books to see what it 
was, and they said it was never asked for, and my urst 
lot cost me over ls. per pound, but three pounds or 
four pounds can be secured for that amount now, and if 
taken in quantity may be bought for 2d. per pound. I 
Siate this that it may be understood that | am not deal- 
ing with a high-priced article which all could not avail 
themselves of. Four articles are wanted—a dish or 
dishes, water glass, water and eggs. The dish or ves- 
sel may be of any size, to hold from a score to five hun- 
dred eggs. It may be of wood, stone, iron, zinc or 
earthenware. I generally use various-sized casks cut in 
two, such as are often employed 
They are cheap and convenient.

| as it is put in, and to twelve parts of water give one of 
waterglass. If vou use twelve pints of water, employ 
one pint of waterglass; if twelve quarts, one quart; if 
twelve gallons, one gallon, and 
either up or own. Stir the liquid well as soon as the 
waterglass is put in. It mixes readily, and no one 
could tell it was there. The dish may be kept in the 
dairy, pantry, cellar or cool room. The eggs may be put 
in every evening as collected until the vessel is full. If 
the eggs are kept for a few days before putting in, they 
will still turn out all right, but they must be sound and 
sweet before they are placed in the liquid.” 


THE JAPANESE HOUSEWIFE.

else, an ideal housewife. In spite of her childiike ap- 
pearance and manner there is much stately, though 
simple, dignity about her.

Catarrh. 
RS. V. J. G. writes as follows, from Alhambra: 
“I bave noticed in this department, under the 
head of ‘Cure for Catarrh,’ olive oi) recommen led. 
Win you sta e in your paper how it hall be used, 
whether before or after meals, and the quantity?” 

This correspondent is mistaken. It has never Deca 
stated in this department that olive oll will cure catarrh. 
There is nothing medicinal] in olive oil. It is a nourish- 
ing and wholesome food, although it may be said to 
work medicinally in that it soothes inflammed surfaces 
in the body. To this extent it should be useful in cases 
Of catarrh. The best way to use it is at meals, with 
salads or tomatoes. 

Catarrh is a troublesome disease, and difficult to cure, 
because the cause of it may almost always be found 
away back in errors of diet and living, so that morbid 
matter has accumulated in the body. Sometimes it first 
appears as a cold, and then turns into catarrh. It needs 
great patience and self-control and strength of will to 
cure a case of catarrh. Usually the sufferer gets dis- 
couraged, and turns again to the patent-medicine bottle. 
or some widely-advertised snuffle cure, all of which is 
folly—but then, there are so many fools. If you make up 
your mind to rid your system of catarrh, you can do it, 
but it will take time. 

Here is another communication on the same subject 
rom Mrs, E. B. of Santa Ana: 

“The case of catarrh reported in this department Sep- 
tember 6 by Mrs. C. B. H of Oceanside is identical with 
that which | brought to California six years ago. The 
climate has done much, but I have learned the impor- 
tance of grappling with the incipient stage of those 
acute attacks. Take listerine, diluted,or a weak solution 
of sugar of lead, sniffed in the nostrils and throat, then 
walk rapidly for a few blocks, and sleep in pure air, 
using a little lanoline to allay the irritation. 

“In all forms of catarrh, and especially this catarrhal 
fever, the laing membrane is so thin that it becomes 
nearly raw, and every cold allowed to run its course 
still further weakens its functions. Now I think the in- 
ventor of a covering that will stay on the nose at 
night, not interfering with the eyes, will be the catarrhal 
sufferer’s greatest benefactor, the editor of this page 
notwithstanding. See how nature covers her wards, 
even to the very tip of the nose, and then ending with 
a beak or thick cartilage.” 

If nature intended one to cover up the nose, she 
would have doubtless supplied an arrangement for the 
purpose. It is bad enough for us always to be wearing 
some unnecessary clothes, and keeping the skin from 
the sun and air, without further coddling the sma!! por- 
Uons of the body that are now left uncovered. To 
cover up the nose at night is an absurd and unwholesome 
practice. In the first place, it prevents proper breath- 
ing through the nasal passages, and in the second place, 
it must make those passages more susceptible to changes 
of temperature. What is needed is judicious \naréentag, 
not coddling. 

Yet another inquiry on this subject comes, 
from J. H. F., of Riverside: 

“I have been for several years 9 subscriber to the 
Daily Times, and am much interested in the Care of 
the Body Department. I am a sufferer from catarrh. 
Will you kindly advise in your columns how to apply 
and prepare eucalyptus oil for the treatmest of this 
disease, and greatly oblige.” 

To inhale the oi] of eucalyptus you should put half a 
dozen drops of the oll in a small bowl of/steaming hot 
water. Be sure that the oll is pure. hen throw a 
towel over your head and inhale the steam for a few 
minutes, night and morning. Be sure, however, after 
this to dash a little cold water over your face and 
mostrils, so that you do not run the risk of a chill.

When 
the burning sensation in the throat gets especially in- 
tense, the saliva flows in such profusion that it keeps 
me very busy swallowing for a few minutes. I under- 
stand, of course, it is one of nature's wise ways to ad- 
just the conditions, but what I would like to know is 
the physiological reason for it.” 

This man should be ashamed of himself, and should 
not expect the space of a newspaper to be devoted to 
give advice where a person deliberately does that which 
he knows to be wrong. The “physiological reason” is 
that kind!y mother nature is always endeavoring to re- 
pair the damage done to the body, by folly or ignorance, 
and in this case, in order to assist in disposing of 
the surplus food and to correct the sourness a larger 
amount of alkaline saliva is generated. However it must 
not be supposed that this will go on indefinitely. If you 
persist in such errors, the time will come when nature 
will give up, and you will find yourself with a very 
bad case of dyspepsia on hand. 


Noise in the Head.

Powdered Milk. 


T. H. writes as follows: 

- “In looking over an old Times of Sunday, October 
27—I believe of the year 1902—there is an article by 
Eustace H. Miles on athletic training. He advises one 
to use proteid, or rather milk powder, which contains 80 
per cent. of proteid. Will you kindly tell me what milk 
powder is, how made, and so forth’? Is milk powder 
anything like sugar of milk, or milk sugar? I know

A few months ago 
a fifteen-year-old son of the editor of this department 
recovered rapidly from a very severe case of typhoid 
fever, complicated with spasmodic heart trouble, to 
which case reference was made at the time in this de- 
partment. All the treatment consisted in osteopathic 
manipulation, fasting and sponging. For ten days he 
took absolutely nothing in the shape of food, for the next 
ten days one cup of Mellin's food and one cup of pea 
soup daily, and for the third ten days liquid food only 
in small amounts. After that he had a tremendous ap- 
petite for solid food. It is highly important in this 
sickness that liquid food only should be administered 
for a considerable time, but Se sure you don’t give any | 


that any athlete would like to know this.” 

The powder referred to is a proprietary article, which 
was placed on the market several years ago, and ex- 
tensively advertised, under the name of Plasmon. It is 
simply milk with the water removed, dried and pow- 
dered. It possesses no nourishing qualities that are 
not found in milk, and there is no particular reason why 
it should de substituted for milk, except when pure, 
fresh milk cannot be obtained. Possibly, however, it 
may be digested by people who cannot readily digest 
milk. For travelers who cannot obtain fresh milk, it 
would form a convenient form of nourishment. No, it 
does not resemble sugar of milk.

Olive Oil. 


D G. writes to The Times from Santa Ana as follows: 
„Can you tel) of some practical way to test olive 
oil so that the average consumer will know he is getting 
the pure oil? In your issue of August 2 you speak of 
receiving two samples of oi] Which should please any 
connoisseur, but you fall to mention who the manufac- 
turers are. I, and possibly many others, would like to 
know who makes this pure oil (if such it is.) but as 
the editor of this department answers no query by 
mail, and does not consider it best to publish the names 
of firms making pure oil, it appears as though there 
ought to be some way for the average consumer to know 
what he is consuming. I, and probable many others, 
would consume a considerable amount of plive oil if we 
knew how to know that e were using the pure article.” 
It should de obvious to this correspondent that The 
Times cannot select for special indorsement any partic- 
ular brand of olive oil, as being pure. The makers of 
all the other brands, which are also pure, would be in- 
dignant, and with reason. The only way to discover 
whether olive oil is adulterated with other oil is to 
have it analyzed and that is a somewhat expensive 
process. Most of the California oils are made only from 
the juice of the olive, although they differ somewhat in 
quality, owing to various causes, such as skill, or 
cleanliness in manufacture. The correspondent can 
easily ascertain the names of some of the leading man- 
ufaciurers of olive oil in Southern California, and 
where their product may be obtained in his town. 
Another correspondent writes as follows in regard to 
one reason why there is so much complaint about the 


| quality of olive oil: 


“It might be a good thing if you would call the atten- 
tion of our grocerymen in this city to the fact that 
they are largely responsible for the poor repute that 
California olive ol] has. The best olive oil in the world 
would be spoiled by the way they treat it. They put 
bottles of it in their windows, exposed to the light, 
and very often to a hot sun. No pure olive oll can 
withstand such treatment. Light and sun turn the oil 
rancid. I told Mr. John R. Newberry that one day, some 
years ago. I bought a bottle of his best oil, California 
make, and in using it on a salad, discovered, but not 
to my surprise, that the oil was rancid. Olive oil is 
more suscep (ible to Mi-treatment than is the best butter 
that was ever made. To keep it good, it must always be 
kept in a cool, dark place. For heaven's sake, hammer 
that fact into the heads of these stupid grocers. and if 
they do as they are to'd, we will hear lees about bad 
California oil.” 

Worms. 


D. sends the following communication: 
« “Il have always been very thin, and unable to gain 
any weight. Just recently it was suggested to me that 
I might have worms, and was persuaded to see a spe- 
clalist. He diagnosed my case as such, and I am tekinge 
of treatment. After the second 
treatment I passed a number of small worms 
resembling maggots, and still continue to pass 
a few. Now I would like to ask you whether such eae 


| condition is not general with everybody, and if you 


think it would really be the cause of my being kept 
in such a bad state of health. Also I would like to ask 
you if there is any simple remedy, as the treatment is 
somewhat expensive, considering the amount of work 
done.” 

No, it is not to be supposed that everybody who has 
those symptoms is troubled with worms. You may not 
be able to gain weight because you do not digest your 
food. However, there is no doubt that in many cases 
worms are present when they are not suspected, and it 
is always well to look for such a cause when the 
symptoms are as indicated. 

A good way to clear out the worms is to miss your 
breakfast, and to take in the morning a lump of sugar, 
with a few Grope of turpentine. Then, about an hour 
later, take a dose of castor oil. This, however, is only 
a removal of the effects.

Medical Properties of Honey. 


OLALOWING is a paper prepared by an Australian 

physician visiting Los Angeles, to be read at the 
recent bee conference held in this city. Doubtless honey 
is a more wholesome form of sweetness than the oxidized 
sugar of commerce, which the editor of this department 
believes to be harmful, whether taken in food, tea or 
coffee, or in the shape of candy, although the method 
of making honey, as described, is not appetizing. The 
natural way to obtain sweetness is from fruits, and some 
vegetables, such as the sugar beet. Honey made from 
bees that are fed on eucalyptus blossoms is believed to 
possess specially valuable medicinal qualities. It is 
somewhat strange that the author of this paper, al- 
though he is from Australia, does not refer to this phase 
of the subject: 

“The physiological effects of honey are singularly 
effective, though mild and passive in their character. 
It occupies a broad line between alimentation and thera- 
peutics, being both food and medicine, therefore it 
belongs to that class of medicinal remedies that cure in- 
directly, that is, by putting the vital forces in such a 
condition as to enable them to overcome diseased action. 
Mineral water, cod liver oll, glycérine, malt, etc., all 
belong to this class of remedies. Before speaking of the 
curative properties of honey, we will note its physical 
properties. In the first place, where is honey from? 
Some assert that it is a secretion of the bees, others that 
it is a natural product in plants. If it is a natural vege- 
table product, the laboratory would have furnished us 
long ago with genuine honey. It must be remembered 
that the sugar and glucose in the fowers and fruit that 
bees resort to is never honey until it has passed through 
the stomach of the bee, and please do not cal! this organ 
a bladder, as some do. It is virtually a stomach, and 
performs the functions of that organ. The bee gathers 
into it a saccharine material. After its reception a 
gastric element is mixed with it, for two purposes, one 
to give it the character of honey, and the other to make 
it assimiiative for the formation of an oil, that is, per- 
fect wax. 

“It is generally supposed that after a bee returns to 
its hive with its treasure, that it hurriedly dumps it 
into a cell, and goes out for another, and so on. This 
is not the case. When the bee returns, from fatigue and 
under the stupefying influence of digestion, it has to 
abide its time, both to recuperate and to get rid of its 
burden of honey and wax. We have reason to believe 
that even after the honey is deposited into the cells it 
has yet to receive the finishing touch of perfection by 
the bees, in all probability by the young bees of the 
hive. The young bees are active housekeepers in the 
hive; they live on the honey imported, and this rich, 
concentrated food demands an excess of gastric secretion. 
When coming to a certain point it creates a regurgitation 
—something akin to vomiting. This the young bee eco- 
nomically puts back into the cells, thus completing the 
process of honey making. Another point as to the char- 
acter of the bee's stomach. As soon as it is unloaded, an 
insatiable sense of hunger and restlessness ensues, which 
at once forces the old bee to work abroad and the young 


* 


at home. We all know how to respect the buzz of the 
hungry bee, and admire the sweet disposition of the one 
that has just finished a sumptuous repast. And how rare 
are family jars when the pantry is ever full. It is 
nature's law, all the same. 

“We go more especially into those details to point out 
the medical properties of honey. It has two physical 
elements that make it particularly a medicine, namely: 
(1.) An aromatic irritant imparted to it by the stom- 
ach of the bee; (2.) Its ready transformation into fat, 
without those complicated physiological operations nec- 
essary to transfer other saccharine elements into (is 
material. These make it at once both a local and consti- 
tutional remedy. Local, it is an irritant, sedative, emol- 
lient, detergent, antiseptic, resolvent, rubefacient and 
parasiticide. Constitutionally, it is nutrient, demulcent, 
laxative, deobstruent, alterative, restorative, tonic, ex- 
pectorant, febrifuge, diuretic, diaphoretic, vermifuge and 
antaphrodisiac, as well as containing certain poisonous 
properties, manifested under peculiar circumstances. 

“When we say that honey is both an irritant and a 
sedative, we mean that its first effects may irritate, 
followed with a sedative effect. All liniments work 
beneficially on this principle, the same with most of eye 
waters, etc.. The solution of honey as an eye water 
proves particularly beneficial on account of its anti- 
septic, absorbent or resolvent properties. It cures in- 
flammation of the eye, in the way a solution of boracic 


acid does, that is, mainly by reason of its antiseptic 


and sedative properties. The irritant properties of honey 
are in a great measure destroyed by dilution. Therefore 
as a topical irritant, where we wish to favor resolution 
by counteraction, it is used in a pure state, or in con- 
nection with other more active irritanta. It is its irri- 
tant or rubefacient effect, joined with its emollient 
nature, that precipitate local inflammation into suppura- 
tion, and is, therefore, a suitable remedy for abscesses, 
boils, whitlows, carbuncles, etc. Therefore, woe to one 
that applies a honey plaster over an inflamed eye in 
place of the solution. As a rubefacient and absorbent, it 
makes an excellent local application in glandular swell- 
ing, and in chronic tumefaction, in particular when 
joined with iodine, iodoform or mercury. 

“On account of the temperature of the body, it is dif- 
ficult to keep pure, undiluted honey on the surface. This 
can in a measure be remedied by saturating layers of 
canton flannel and applying them, changing frequently. 
I speak of it as a parisiticide not only in connection with 
the theory of the pathogenesis of diseases, as advocated 
by Pasteur, Cohn, Koch, Klebs and others, who have in- 
vestigated the-bacteria, but even those who created sev- 
eral skin diseases, well known to-almost every one. Take 
honey for the destruction of bacteria because of its anti- 
septic, tonic and laxative effects. Its daily use would 
disarm every dire and malignant disease of its destruc- 
tive force. Cholera, yellow fever, smallpox, scariatina 
and diphtheria may run their course as before, but com- 
paratively in such a mild form as to afford but little 
anxiety. I only speak of honey as a preventive of ma- 
lignancy in these diseases, and not as a curative agent. 
The constitutional effects of honey cannot be fully un- 
derstood and appreciated except to study it from its 
medical properties, as here represented. All scientific 
investigations of remedies are made in like manner. It 
is the text to a long and complicated sermon. Every 
physician will read in it such a multiplicity of applica- 
tions that would astonish the uninitiated. 

“As a nutrient, I will not speak of it as a food, but in 
connection with its properties that serve to arrest the 
waste of certain diseases, in particular in consumption. 
The important features of the medical properties of 
honey lie in the nutrient, expectorant, deobstruent and 
restorative effects in the management of consumption, 
and its allied diseases. 

“Now, let us go back to a fact that exists in the process 
of making honey. No honey could be had if it were not 
for its ready metamorphosis into oil, or in other words, 
in the making of wax, as stated. The great object in the 
treatment of consum)tion is to arrest waste. Therefore, 
we resort to the use of oils or remedies that will readily 
make fat in the system. But the great difficulty in the 
way is to get the system to accept these remedies, an ! 
effect their assimilation. Under Liebig’s authority, we 
give sugar freely to make fat, but the system often 
refuses it, as it does the oil, for before it can be 
assimilated it has to be changed into a glucose, or really 
into pretty much what honey is. This alone gives us a 
great advantage in giving honey to stay the waste caused 
by disease. 

“Honey in being assimilated is disposed of in three 
ways: What is not deposited in the cellular tissue as 
fat is consumed by the liver, and its volatile principle is 
eliminated by the lungs: This elimination is a matter of 
the greatest importance as a remedy in all pulmonary 
disorders. But the most remarkable feature of honey as 
a pulmonary sedative is its administration by atomiz- 
ation and inhalation. The spray arising in extracting 
has been proved to exert a very beneficial effect upon 
coughs, thus revealing its curative tendency.”

WHY YOUR EYES HURT. 


As I have frequently been asked to describe the symp- 
toms of the different eye troubles, and finding that many 
of my readers are taking more than a passing interest in 
the subject of sight and hearing, I will be a-little more 
explicit in describing the eye, and how defects can be de- 
tected and in many instances remedied by simple means. 
Many persons have perfect sight, but as I have said be- 
fore, do not have perfect eyes, and labor under difficul- 
ties for which they cannot account, as they may con- 
Stantly be overcoming deficiencies which have been with 
them all their lives and become a part of their make-up, 
while they remain entirely unconscious of them; others 
suffer with headaches and nervous troubles which are 
produced wholly by a strain on the sight, or hearing. 

The more commonly understood defects in sight are 
classified as follows: 

Myopia, or “near sight:” Usual cause, diameter of the 
eyeball too long, or the cornea too convex; may be either 
inherited, or produced by disease or overtaxing of the 
sight in early life. The noticeable symptoms are promi- 
nent eyes; large pupils; distant vision uncertain and ob- 
jects indistinct—sometimes improved by squinting; ten- 
dency to draw objects close for reading, etc.; handwrit- 
ing small (owing to the unusual magnifying power of the 
eye.) 

Hypermetropia, or far sight: Diameter t eyeball too 
short, or the cornea too flat, thus failing to focus the im- 
age sharply on the retina without a strain on the mus- 
cles or the assistance of glasses. This is by far the more 
common defect, and the unfortunate part of the situa- 
tion is that the deficiency can often be overcome by

Straining the eye, without one being aware that he pos- 
sesses any defect in sight. Symptoms are, pupils small, 
difficulty in reading fine type held close to the eyes; ten- 
dency to put thing in a good light and away from the 
face in order to focus them clearly, frequently accom- 
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panied by a to squint; distant vision may be 
good, but constant use of the eyes usually causes head- 
ache; pain in the eyeball; and in children the eyes some- 
times cross. This defect is called “far sight,“ not be- 
cause one sees farther than normal, but because dis- 
tant vision is the last to become impaired. 

Astigmatism is an irrgular curvature of the cornea, and 
may tend to either far or near sight, and specially 
gound lenses are always required to correct the defect. 
Comparatively few years ago this defect was not sup- 
posed to be common. but it is now known that at least 
one in every ten is decidedly affected (especially among 
children,) while at least one in every three is affected 
slightly. 

Binocular vision is the phraseology used in describing a 
pair of eyes that are not mates, giving unequal sight; for 
instance, one eye being near, and the other far sighted, 
or one perfect and the other astigmatic. I find that 
many misunderstand this, and are apt to feel that glasses 
with a different focus for each eye are all they need. 
In a measure this may be true, but quite often we find 
not only a different focus required, but lenses of an en- 
tirely different character. 

Muscular weakness is perhaps the most complicated 
of all eye troubles, as several sets of muscles are neces- 
sary for the proper focusing and movement of the eye- 
balls in order to perfect the general scheme of sight and 
bring each eye into harmony with the other, and an ir- 
regularity in, or over-straining of, any one set may result 
in such troubles as cross-eyes, divergent eyes, spasm of 
accommodation, headache, neuralgia and kindred nervous 
affections. 

Relief from these complicated cot ditions cannot be pre- 
scribed for in an off-hand way, but requires the attention 
of one who cannot only c rrectly diagnose the defect, but 
can trace the cause, as many reflex conditions may be 
found which should be treated from the physician's, 
rather than from an optical standpoint. 

While styes, inflamed eyes, granular lias, conjunctivitis, 
and numerous acute conditions undoubtedly require med- 
ical treatment when they present themselves to the spe- 
cialist, a large per cent. of these troubles could have 
been avoided by early attention to defects in sight. 

While these are but few of the defects to be met with 
daily, they will answer for illustration.

This, of course, concerns the man who sits at a desk; | 
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as to the man at hard manual labor, the action of his 
muscles produces heat in much greater measure. 

“There are no special areas of the body which perspire 
more than another portion because of special exertion. 
For instance, a man who has his mind fixed intently 
upon a proposition involving brain work, and knowing 
that he must have the work done before a certain bour 
that is approaching, may get overheated and perspire ab- 
normally from the effort; but it will not be necessarily 
a perspiration of the forehead. 

“When a man is intent upon study on a warm day, 
there will be the maximum of blood supply to the brain.” 

On this point of blood supply and heat another well- 
known physician spoke of the blush as an example of 
oversupply of blood to one portion of the body without 
the manifestation of heat in marked manner. In the 
same way he pointed out that the man frightened until 
his face blanched did not feel the impression of cold in 
his face, but it became manifest up and down his spinal 
column. 

The office of perspiration on a hot day is the radiation 
of heat from the body. Anything that will hasten the 
evaporation of this moisture will tend to the cooling of 
the system, and the danger point is reached in the in- 
dividual-when he is suffering from extreme heat without 
the ability to perspire.
